NURSES’ NEW HOME. 


A PARriAI. DKSCRIHTION OF A MAGNIFI- 
CENT GIFT. 


The new Nurses Hume just completed 
on the grounds of tbe Newton Hospital 
at Woodland is without doubt, the 
largest, most complete and most beauti- 
ful and healthfully situated building con- 
structed in this country for the training 
of nurses. 

The building is completed, is now 
being furnished and on Feb. 14, will be 
dedicated with services of a formal and 
impressive character. 

The home is situated on high ground 
a little to the rear of the present hospital 
building with an extended view of coun- 
try seen on all sides. 

It is a three story wooden building in 
the old colonial style of architecture 
from plans prepared by Hartwell A Rich- 
ardson who designed the famous club- 
house of the Newton Club. The ground 
floor contains a large parlor and two 
large connecting rooms, the latter to be 
utilized for lectures by members of the 
medical staff. 

Tbe second and third floor contain 
both double and single dormitories 
which will amply accommodate forty 
nurses. The dot raitories are all furnished 
ih a thorough and first-class manner, 
those for tbe older nurses being a little 
the best. 

Tne parlor and an adjoining room 
have been set apart at the Palmer mem- 
orial rooms, and tbe furuisbings of these 
apartments is being done by the Newton 
/Hospital Aid Association, composed of 
Newton ladies interested in tbe hospital 
work. Mrs. Palmer was matron of tbe 
hospital from its start until her death 
two years since. The association had 
started a Palmer memori il fund with the 
inteniiou of erecting a memorial build- 
ing ou the hospital grounds, but the 
$000 in the fund it was decided at the 
annual meeting to devote to furnishing a 
room to be kept in Mrs. Palmer’s mem- 
ory in tbe nurses home. 

The interior finish of the home is in 
iight wood and colors with which the 
furnishings will harmonize, open fire 
places are in tbe larger rooms, tbe idea 
being tj make it as cheerful and home 
like as possible. Tbe whole building is 
heated by steam fiom the cimtral power 
house wbioh supplies all ibe buildings, 
-ax'il tbe home will be counected with the 
Thaiu hospital by a covered way. lu tbe 
spring the grounds about the borne will 
be ai'.i^tically laid out with <rues, shrubs 
and il iwers. 

The coat of tbe homo is about $20,000, 
exclusive of furnisliiiius, aud it is the 
gift of Lucius G. Pratt of West Newton 
and the late Ediuuud W. Converse of 
Newton. 

The dedication exercises will take 
place on Wednesday, Feb. 14 at 3 30 

& in Addresses will be made by 
obert P. Loriog, M. D., of Newton 
Ceu'ie and Rev. J. C. JayuHs ol West 
Newton. The keys will be delivered by 
Mr. L G. Pratt, one of the donors of the 
home, to President Joseph It. Leeson of 
the executive committee of the hospital.

AJt INTERESTING QUESTION. 


CONFESSION IS NOT CONCMtSlVK KVI- 
ORNCK OF omi.T. 


Dr Robert A, Rttid has an iatcrestlng 
paper in the Masasohusetts Medical 
Journal under the above title, in whioli 
he oonsideri the i nprobability that 
Louis Wright told the truth when lie 
confessed to having set tbe Lincoln 
street fire. Beirg irresponsible, bis 
testimony can have but little weight, un- 
less corroborated by other witnesses. 

The article states: 

List autumn Louis Wright of Newtou 
was arrested, charged with having made 
several attempts to bum a large building 
iu Boston in which he had been em- 
ploved. He confessed his guilt, but the 
Judge, after iuvestigatiug the past his- 
tory of the boy, aud oousidering how 
utterly without purpose, or method, or 
hope of personal gain, this, and other 
Crimea whioh he had committed were, 
consigned him to an insane asylum as 
one wholly irresponsible. Some weeks 
since a sensational article appeared in a 
Boston newspaper to the effect chat a 
prominent offloisi of the Boston Fire De- 
partment bad visited young Wright at 
the Asylum, and obtained from him a 
oonfession that he bad also set the so- 
oalled ’’Lincoln Street Fire.” Is such a 
confession, even if obtained, to be be- 
lieved? It was obtained by a shrewd 
offioial of a department whioh had been 
oharged with inoompetenoy, and severe- 
ly oriticized by the press for its alleged 
mismanagement of several large fires. It 
was obtained from a person who had 
been adjudged insane, and whose evi- 
dence would not be accepted against 
another. Why then should it be received 
when given against himself? I believe 
it should not be. 

It is a very wide-spread opinion that 
the oonfession of a person accused of an 
offence is the best possible evidence 
of bis gniit— an opinion not only enter- 
tained by tbe community at large, but 
also held by common and statute law, 
aud enforced by numerous judicial de- 
cisions. Copious extracts from legal 
writers could be quoted in proof of this t 
statement. 

It is now, however, a well recognized 
principle that a confession, to be of auy 
legal value, must be made without con- 
straint, and without any promise of re- 
ward or immunity. But this is a modern 
refinement. It is not long sinoe sup- 
posed criminals were tortured to extort 
confession; and even now how often do 
we see a parent, or master, resorting to 
torture in one form or other to wring a 
confession from child or servant. 

The existing laws on this subject seem 
to be based on the principle that a man’s 
eagerness to preserve life, health,liberty, 
or property, is so overpowering that he 
is not likely, if innocent, to say anything 
to jeopardize any of these; and that, 
consequently, if he does confess to any 
orime whose punishment he keows to be 
death, mutilation, imprisonment, for- 
feiture of estate, he must be speaking 
the trnth. But a glance at criminal his- 
tory proves it to have been no uncom- 
mon thing for persons to confess to of 
fences of which they were either certain- 
ly or probably innocent, and proves that 
there are often forces operating in the 
mind which impel to a false confession, 
even though life, liberty, or property, be 
thereby endangered. Look at tbe thous- 
ands who, confessed to being witches 
and bolding converse with the devil, 
although they knew that their confession 
was consigning them to torture or death 
Look at the numbers who, in times of 
great public excitement about any crime, 
come forward aud proclaim themselves 
tbe criminals, when tbe slightest investi- 
gation proves them liars. Look at the 
numbers who have confessed to orime, 
for the sake of shielding the really guilty 
from punishment. Again, look at tbe 
cases, so often met with by physicians, 
where the false oonfession of some 
heinous crime is the first observed evi- 
dence of mental derangement. 

A somewhat striking case happened in 
Maine some years ago. A man was sud- 
denly missing, and there were strong 
suspicious of foul play. Two men came 
forward, oonfessed to having murdered 
him, and were about to be hung for it, 
when their supposed victim turned up 
alive. 

A brother, who was an attorney,- in- 
formed me that one of the things most 
surprising to the young law-student was 
to learn the iusufficiency of confession, 
in many cases, as evidence of guilt. It 
is iudispeuBable that it be made without 
promise or expectation of reward, or of 
favor; this is, 1 believe, the dootrioe now 
held by the courts An innocent hfhn is 
charged with a crime; popular feeling is 
strongly against him; he is poor, sees all 
bis prospects blighted, and knows not 
which way to turn. Some friend 
whispers that if be will only confess, in- 
fi'tence may be brought to bear to clear 
him; and too often he yields to the 
temptation. There are numerous cases 
on record of oonfession simply for the 
sake of notoriety— for the name of being 
a great oriroiual. Every one knew bow 
anxious were ihe friends of the Artful 
Dodger that he should have a good 
record at Newgate. Not less frequent 
are the instances of confession to save a 
friend. In one case which I recall a man 
confessed to a murder in order to give 
tbe real criminal time to fl»e the coun- 
try. When his tri il came on be easily 
proved an alibi. It was very probable 
that Constance Kniit was moved to oon- 
fessioD by her avmpatliies, to restore her 
father’s ruined reputation. 

There are probably two prluciples con- 
tendiug for tbe mastery iu tbemiudof 
tbe criminal — that of self-preservatiou, 
and that of remorse, — tbe former leading 
to ooucealment, the latter to ooufessioo. 
Undoubt dly it is ibe rule that a orimi- 
oal’s first feeliug, after bis crime, is fear 
of tbe law; aud tbe cases where coufes- 
sioii had been iuitigated by remorse 
alone, muit be rare exoeptious. ludeed, 
so firmly implanted is the iiistiuot of 
self preservation, that voluntary confes- 
sion of a serious orime, such as Louis 
Wright’s, carries on the face of it strong 
doubt either of the buy’s truthfulness, or 
of his sanity. The motives prompting 
to oonfession are sometimes very curious. 
It was said that a poor roan from tbe 
country give himself up as the murderer 
of Mr. Nathan who was murdered lu 
New York some years ago, in order to 
get free transportation to the city, to 
see bis friends— knowing that he ouuld 
then prove his innocence.

Another firm of glass importers 
of thisoity, who have read iu one of our 
high tariff contemporaries that tbe cost 
of freightage between here and Europe 
is scarcely greater than that of the 
freightage from one point to another in 
the vioinity of Boston, would like more 
specific information as to where such 
rates are to be obtained on tbe ocean.

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DEPRESSION STRONOIiY FAVORED. 


TUB GKADB CIIOSSINO IIRARING WAS 
UNANIMOUS AOAINST KI.KVATINO TUB 
TRACKS OF THB BOSTON A ALBANY. 


The hosHnif st the City Hall, West 
Newton, on Tuesday evenini; was iarne* 
ly attended, oonsideriui; the unfavorable 
weather, some 100 oltiaens beini; present 
and aooordinft to the opinions there 
expressed, there is no better method of 
separatinK the deadly grades of the Bos- 
ton <IE Albany railroad through this city, 
than by depressing them in an open sub 
way with sloping banks. 

The mayor oallod the assemblage to 
order at 7.45 and opened the hearing. 
Aldermen RofTe, Bothfeld, Plummer and 
Rumery oooupied seats ou the platform, 
Alderman Hunt preferring to sit with 
the audienoe of one hundred persons. 
The two absent members of the board 
were detained, one by an accident, the 
other being nut of t>.e city. 

The mayor stated the object of tbe 
meeting and read the petition submitted 
by tbe North Side improvement S<'oiety 
asking for the hearing. 

President G. D. Cabot of the society 
spoke as its representative and presented 
a list of speakers. He outlined the ob-^ 
jects of the society and said they had 
recently become interested in tbe grade 
separation question which was of para- 
mount interest to the citieens of New- 
ton. He hoped the mayor and aldermen 
would consider the matter very care- 
fully before coming to a decision. 

Mr. Jesse G. Ivy was tbe first speaker 
on tbe list submitted, and made a strong 
argument in favor of depressing tbe 
tracks. He was introduced as represent- 
ing tbe society but disclaimed that dis 
tinction. He did not represent them in 
any particular since, he was not retained 
by them or anyone else. He lived on 
the north side and appeared as a citizen 
of Newton. 

There are people living in the city to- 
day, who have seen the Boston Albany 
grow from one track to four, have seen 
its growth from a widely scattered town 
to a thickly settled community, and it is 
their failure at that time to realize tbe 
future growth of the city and prepare 
for it that has necessitated an agitation 
of this question. 

Therefore a failure on the part of the 
people or city government to properly 
solve the question wisely will entail 
more and more trouble in tbe future to 
the city and community. 

The prime question to be considered is 
what is for the best inteiests of tbe city. 
Not for to day, but for all the years to 
come. There are those here in this hall, 
who may see Newton increase to a popu- 
lation of 75,000 people. It is not a ques- 
tion of ways and means. Whether for 
elevation or depression, tbe decision 
should be in tbe interests solely of tbe 
city. 

Reference was here made to the work 
of tbe State commission appointed in 
1880. They recommended after survey- 
ing through Newton that the B. <& A. 
tracks be depressed 18 feet for a portion 
of tbe distance through thig city. 

Later on a plan was reported which 
provided for depression at thene depths. 
Washington street crossing, Centre street 
and Walnut street crossiogs, 10 feet. 
From Walnut street west, elevation was 
recommended. 

Tbe speaker called special attention to 
the fact that those expert engineers con- 
sidered tbe question and substantially 
recommended that tbe tracks be de- 
pressed. 

The expert commission appointed by 
the city proposed two plans; elevation 
and depression. 

Both these commissions are on record 
as showing that depression is entirely 
feasible. Therefore any misconception 
on that point should not be entertiiined. 

Elevation and depression both being 
feasible, what is the relative cost of con- 
struction? 

Tbe State commission placed the cost 
at $1,600,000. 

The commission of 1893 appointed by 
tbe city, gave the coat by elevation as 
$125,000 less than by depression. 

But as far as $125,000 or a quarter 
million of dollars is concerned it ought 
not to influence a decision if it is not to 
be for tbe best interests of the city of 
Newton. 

Regarding the head room aecessary in 
a subway, the railroad claim that 16 feet 
is needed. In Boston they have bridges 
with only 14 feet 4 inches bead room. If 
that is Huflijieiit in Boston why not in 
Newton, and a difference of one or two 
feet in excavation would make a material 
difference in the cost. 

The two plans under consideration are 
far from one and the same thing for the 
B. «& A. road;wbere they pay >65 per cent, 
of tbe cost of construction, it is natural 
they should favor the least ex^ieusive 
plan. 

And when by Ailing as would be 
necessary in elevation, they can get a 
proflt out or their work by charging 
regular rates, excavating for depression 
would be much more expensive and they 
would get no profit. 

Trains in an open subway with sloping 
grass banks would be infinitely superior 
to an elevated way. The depots would 
be more accessible and one half the time, 
now consumed by stopping at tbe sta- 
tions could be saved by having plat- 
forms level with those of the oars. 
Again an elevated structure would need 
two stations, whereas only one would be 
necessary in depression. 

A wall through the city 18 feet high 
would be a constant infliction on family, 
neighbor and friends. The average busi- 
ness man would be only slightly inoou- 
veuienced. 

Not one real estate expert had been 
found who did nut believe elevation 
would make property depreciate 1000 to 
1500 feet each side of tbe tracks. 

On tbe other hand depression would 
tend to improve rather than injure prop- 
•rty, 

That elevated tracks are more danger- 
ous is acknowledged bv the railroad 
commission in passing a law that trains 
shall give signals before passing oyer 
bridges. 

The railroad has been keeping in touch 
with the legislature ever since this 
matter has agitated Newton. 

The city sbouid appoint a commission 
of three persons to get the assent of the 
railroad commissioner to separate the 
grades. Their consent can be obtained 
as the grades must be changed whether 
elevated or depressed. Application can 
then be made to the Superior Court and 
tbe citizens will be in a position to get 
what they desire. Whatever the commis- 
sion may think the Superior court has 
power to enforce, even against the wishes 
of the Boston ife Albany railroad. 

Mr. P. A. Dewsou was much inter- 
ested in depression. It was the must 
important question that had ever come 


before tbe city of Newton. The whole 
future of tbe city as a rcsidental place 
hinged on a wise decision of this matter. 
Washington street was once the resi- 
dence of the best people of Mewton, but 
the proximity of the railrond with Its in- 
creased lines of tracks and attendant 
business bad driven many of them awry. 
Elevation would still more injure while 
a subway would improve those sections. 
He spoke of Edinborougb, Scotland, where 
the railroad ran through the heart of the 
city through a subway along the border 
of which a system of parks was main- 
tained and fine residences were built. 
No insui mountable dKBculty was there 
found in taking care ol tbe drainage al- 
though Edinborougb was in a much 
colder climate and used to more severe 
storms than Newton. 

He had tbe assurance of tbe city engin- 
eer that all difflculties could be entirely 
overcome even if the undertaking con- 
templated was much greater. Ho wanted 
depression if cost a half million more 
than the elevated wav. 

An elevated road bed would be a 
monument of the folly of the city g ivern- 
ment that did not oppose it. 

When tbe question goes before the 
commissioners, whether favoied by tbe 
aldermen or no it will be opposed by the 
citizens to the utmost. They will fight 
it to the very extreme to have their 
wishes carried-out despite tbe desires of 
the railroad. He spoke as a railroad man 
and a stockholder of tbe B. «& A. road. 
It was the duty of the city government to 
stand first and foremost fur the interests 
of the city of Newton, despite what tbe 
Boston & Albany or any other railroad 
wants. 

Mr. James T. Allen hod been a resident of 
Newton for 30 yesrs. He believed tbe in- 
terests ot Newton and the railroad corpor- 
ation were identical. He called attention 
to tbe time when citizens were aroused 
to action by the incessant whistling of 
trains pa sing through tbe city, making 
them an intolerable nuisance. And he 
believed if the citizens today demanded 
depression of tbe tracks they would suc- 
ceed. He referred to the “anacunda” 
like shape of the proposed elevated road 
with changing grade at Bellevue street 
wanted by the road. 

The elevation of the tracks would not 
only disfigure the city, but would divide 
it into two separate communities, with 
separate interests. 

The mayor submitted a communication 
from Hon. Alden Speare of Ward Six, in 
which he favored elevating the tracks. 

Rev. G. W. Shmb, D. D., reviewed the 
history of tbe grade separation in a very 
comprehensive manner. 

The first plan favored by people gener- 
ally was depiession. They were then 
assured that owing to some great engin- 
eering feat impossible of accomplishment 
in this 10th century, or to some peculiar 
geological construction of the city of 
Newtoo, it was impossible to entertatn 
that plan, and it was reluctantly aban- 
doned. 

They were then told they must h ive 
an embankm< nt on which the trains 
were to run 18 feet above the country. 
And alter that a gleam of hope was seen 
in the relocation pUu proposed by Mr. 
Langford, tbe man who stirs up odd 
things. His plan found instant favor 
and many are not convinced yet, that it is 
not the best plan. 

But they were impressed with the idea 
that it would be very costly and that the 
road would never do it. 

Now the plan of depression is shown 
to bo feasible and pleasant. Tbe citizens 
at this meeting, continued tbe speaker, 
are not here as obstructionists, but we 
are citizens appearing heie in tbe inter- 
ests of the city, because Newton is our 
home. 

There are depressed tracks entering 
Philadelphia which are far from un- 
pleasant and with the sloping banks as 
proposed, there could be no good objec- 
tion to depression. 

Mr. Austin K. Mitchell asserted that if 
the tracks were elevated the decrease in 
the value of property within 2000 feet of 
the elevation would be in his opinion 25 
per cent, while tbe value of tbe same prop- 
erty would be oorrespondiiigly iucreased 
if the tracks were depresse i. 

Mr. Andrew S. March appeared not as 
one owuing property which would be 
ulTected, but because the city of Newton 
was his home. He did not believe it 
should be the policy ut tbe city or city 
government to see bow much money 
they could save the Bustou A Albauy 
railroad. Although the latter should be 
treated with *‘due consideration and very 
tenderly.” 

An open subway was fur preferable 
and the view from the windows of grass 
and shrubbery ou goutly sloping banks, 
he thought would be ”just as enjoyable 
as dissecting back yards” as tbe train 
passed along. He referred to Brighton 
station as an illustration of an open sub- 
way station. The engineering and 
drainage difficulties had been cleared 
away and tbe only obstacle seemed to be 
that the “Boateu & Albany can make 
more money out of the citizens of New- 
ton by elevating the tracks.” 

This brings the matter down to a con- 
test between the citizens of Newton and 
the B. «& A. corporation, and be believed 
it about time for the oitizeus to take 
hold of tbe matter. 

Rather than stay out longer in the cold 
still night of nothingness be believed it 
time to make one heroic effort and see 
what could be done. 

Railroads in London, Edinborougb and 
New York run in subways and Glasgow 
is spending an immense sum to place 
her tracks in subways. 


to the Boston A Albany folks about 
$2,565,800. 

The city onginopr in 1889, with a much 
more ♦ xdchhiv* plan, mskes the Cfst only 
$1,500,000. W1 ere is this dlflft'r»nctf of 
$1 000,1X)0? Tills should bo decided be- 
fore rile citv g< es farther. There is also 
a difference of $590 000 between rhe 
figures submitte 1 in 18H9 and those by 
the commissioti of 1892. The damages 
for taking land for oepression is placed 
at $290 000. for elevation $120,000. The 
base of an 18 ft elevated structure would 
necessarily cover more land than the 
opening of n 16 ft. subway, whirh would 
make these figures erroneous. Estimate 
the cost of depression $45,000 less. The 
figur- s of Cost for deprtssion are based 
on 10 ft. head room. All the city of Bos- 
ton r« quires is 15 f'. and one foot less of 
excavation will reduce the cost more 
than one sixteenth or $130,000, This 
places the figures for depiession reduced 
to $1,790,000 against efevstion, by the 
“tobuggau” plan $1.065 000. 

Regarding the “luboggaii” plan the 
engineers failed to present figures for 
stone arch bri'*ges as ordered by the 
mayor and aldermen, which would great- 
ly increase tbe total cost. 

Tbe speaker guaranteed that a plan 
with stone arch bridges as the commis- 
sion wore instructed to report would cost 
25 per oeuf. more than the proposed de- 
pression. He submitted a letter from 
Goo. P. Kimball, chairman of the state 
commissio i of 1889. showing that excava- 
tion could be dune by using two tracks 
at a time. The N. Y., N. H. & H. wore 
now engaged on work similai to that 
proposed in Newton, and traffic was 
carried on as usual. A real estate man 
had said if depression cost $1,000,000 
more it was cheaper than elevation. 

Mr, J. E. Hollis favored the proposed 
depression. Tbe erection of an ui sight- 
ly wall in the centre of the city would 
greatly injure teal estate, and would work 
a grave injury and wrong to cilizons liv- 
ing near tiie Albany road. 

Dr. D. E. Baker thought the time had 
gone by for the interest of one corpora- 
tion to decide a matter like this. He be- 
lieved a compromise plan could be adopt- 
ed to advantage. 

Mr. E. W. Gay believed the elevation 
of the tracks would result in great dam- 
age to surrounding property, and would 
be a great riisflguremeut to the city. 

The hearing adjourned at 10.15 o’clock.

DEPRESSING THE TRACKS. 


The hearioff on the plan for depressinf; 
the tracks, at City Hall, Tuesday even- 
inf;, was attended by about one hundred 
people, the storm keepinK many at home, 
who would have gone either out of 
curiosity or because they really believed 
thit depression was the only way to 
solve the problem. 

The speakers set forth their side of 
the case as forcibly as possible, and 
made a very strong case for that side. 

It might be charged that they only paid 
attention to one side of the case, but 
that is what they were there for. Some 
of the statemeuts would hardly bear 
examination, as fur instance one speaker 
argued that with elevated tracks two 
stations would be needed for local traffic, 
one on each side of the tracks, the ex- 
press tracks occupying the centre. With 
depressed tracks only one station would 
be needed, as the tracks could remain as 
they are, and by building the depot plat- 
form up three feet, passengers could 
walk direct from the car platform, and 
BO save time. He did not explain hdw 
the platform could be extended to the 
second track. 

Another speaker referred to the im- 
possibility of building a slope that would 
stay in position if the tracks were ele- 
vated, but if they were depressed the 
slopes cOuld be made very attractive, 
which is certainly curious. 

Another speaker said the stone arches 
were given up because they would add 
to the cost of elevating, and this made 
the expense of the two systems more 
nearly equal, where the fact is the stone 
arches were given up because it woiitd 
be d'fficult to contrive an arch over .a 
wide street like Walnut street, for in- 
stance, which would be only 14 feet in 
its highest point, and leave room- for 
sidewalks at each side; or for’stieets like 
Centre, Church aud Washington, which 
cross at an oblique angle. 

There was a good deal said also about 
the trouble of climbing up to the ele- 
vated tracks, but nothing about the 
^uble of climbing d.'Vyn to Ibe de- 
pressed tracks, although one would 
doubtless olTset the other. 

Then there was objection m ide to the 
variation in grade from 2 to 18 feet 
through the city, by the elevated plan, 
which one speaker thought would make 
passengers seasick, altliuiigh as a matter 
of fact, there are about as great varia 
tions as that in the tracks as they are at 
present, the difference between Paneuil 
and Newton being 22 feet, the rise con- 
tinuing to Bellevue street bridge, and 
tbeu dropping a little, when it again 
rises to Newtonville, and then drops 
again towards \Veet Newton, and again 
rises 11 feet between that point and 
Auburudale. As the engineers stated at 
the time the elevated plan was brouglit 
out, the variations in grade would be 
about the same as at present, the condi- 
tions it Bellevue street being simply re 
veised. 

A good deal was said about the mon- 
strous embankment, which would onm- 
pletely divide the city, so that people (»u 
one side could not see anything on the 
other side, when the fact is the embank- 
ment would be little if any above the high 
birard fence that now lines each side of 
tlie track and is nut regarded as a very 
ni mstrous obstruction. 

A sood many of the arguments lued 
against elevation, aad of those in favor 
of depression, will not bear investigation, 
but there were many sound arguments 
advanced, one of which was the damage 
an elevated structure would be to Wash- 
ington street, making it unsafe for driv- 
iug and undesirable for residences. It is 
clear that depression would be an ad- 
vantage here. 

The remonstrants would have made 
their case stronger, if they had bad some 
engineer present to explain how a “sub- 
way” as they were fond of calling it, lU 
feet in depth, could be drained, when in 
digging for sewers on Church street an 
unfailing supply of running water was 
found at a depth of 10 feet, or how, by 
discontinuing two of the tracks, the 
ledges could be blasted out. without dis- 
turbing the other two, aud interfering 
with the trallsc of the road. 

The damage to adj iceut property was | 
dwelt upon, but no one said anything 
about the damages, If ibe tracks were 
feunk only 10 feet, as some proposed and 
the streets graded up 8 feet. The owners 
of the business blocks in Newton and 
Newtonville, aud all who had to climb 
these bridges, might object to such a 
plan, aucM-hiuk it even worse than ele- 
vating the tracks and not dis'uibiug the 
g'^uduM of the streets. 


As for the expense of the two plans, 
that is for the railroad to consider, and 
the figures so far presented are more or 
less guess work. The aldermen can well 
leave the expense altogether out of ac- 
count, in their considerations. They 
will have sufficient to do in eliminatieg 
real from imaginary objections, and in 
considering what they can get. 

The wisest plan would be to apply at 
once for a commission to decide the 
question, as we understand chat it is 
only when a commission is called la that 
the state will pay Its full proportion of 
the cost. Then the commission can hoar 
all who want to be beard, reach a 
final decision, and have this much vexed 
question settled. 

The commission can take expert testi- 
mony on all the engineering problems in- 
volved, and find out just what can and 
what can not be done. There is no use 
of getting excited about the question, or 
holding more meetings till the experts 
have been heard from. 

None of the speakers explained, how- 
ever, how the railroad could be com- 
pelled to follow any plan of which they 
did not approve. There is always the 
policy of delay, of having so much work 
elsewhere that Newton would have to 
wait, and so having the present condi- 
tion of things continued indefinitely. 

Indeed it is the opinion of some that 
the railroad does not want to do any- 
thing in Newton, on account of the great 
expense involved, and that they are very 
much pleased to see some new scheme 
broached just when the city government 
seems likely to come to an agreement 
with them, and the whole thing put 
back indeffnitely. As long as a differ- 
ence of opinion can be kept up, the work 
can be put off, and a large amount of 
interest money saved to the company. 

THE CENTRAL BOULEVARD. 


There is a good deal of curiosity con- 
cerning the location of the Central 
Boulevard in West Newton, and the 
people who are directly interested in the 
several schemes proposed think the time 
has come when something definite should 
be done. Such questions should not be 
decided hastily, but the aldermen would 
not have been liable to such an accusa- 
tion if they had given a decision some 
weeks ago. 

The evidence brought out at the sev- 
eral hearings, and the weightier argument" 
seem to be in favor of the north side route* 
in the judgment of many disinterested 
parties, and the men at the back of this 
route comprise a number of the most 
prominent citizens of Newton, whose 
public spirit has been evidenced on many 
occasions. Their opinions are certainly 
entitled to respectful consideration, aud 
it is to be hoped that this important 
question will soon be decided. 

There comes a time when the people 
weary of talk and look for some action 
to be taken on matters which have been 
long under discussion. 

One strong argument in favor of 
prompt action in separating the grades, 
is the vexatious delays at the street 
orossings while waiting for long freight 
trains to pass. If a fire should happen 
to break out on the south side in Newton, 
for instance, many valuable minutes 
miebt be lost before the steamer 
ojuld cross the tracks. Five minutes is 
the usual time a team has to wait, every 
time the driver wishes to get across and 
not unfrequently it is much looifer, as 
the gates have to be kept down for 
several trains. 


The petition to give the Mayor power 
to appoint a park and boulevard com- 
mission was presented in the legislature 
this week.

TO MAkE FARMERS OF THEM. 


New York’s Poor Boys to Be Trained by 
the Children’s Aid Society. 

; Mr. Joseph M. White of this city has 
bought for tlie Children’s Aid society a 
1 125 acre farm. The society purposes 
'here to establish a farm training school 
^for the older boys who come under its 
charge. 

I The question of what to do with lads 
of from 14 to 18 years old has long trou- 
bled the society. Many farmers are un- 
willing to tiike city boys of that age who 
have been picked up from the slums and 
have never had any training. They can 
do something in the way of correction 
for the younger boys, but very little 
when they are more than 14. 

It was decided that a farm on which 
the boys could receive some training in 
agriculture as well aa religious instruc- 
tion would solve the difficulty. Those 
boys who proved themselves willing to 
Work and bfhave themselves could be 
sent to farmers’ homes, while those who 
showed no disposition to get along could 
be retured to the city. 

A committee of the board of trustees 
advertised for a suitable farm and soon 
had about 40 under consideration. One 
of these, two iiiNes north of Keusico on 
the Harlem railroad, seemed the best, 
but it was beyond the reach of the soci- 
ety. which had only about $10,000 to 
spepd — half the suin required. 

Mrs. White heard of the committee’s 
troubles about three months ago. She 
offered to buy the farm outright for the 
society on condition that it would ap- 
propriate the $10,000 it had intended to 
expend to an endowment fund. 

She made one other condition — that 
the boys on the farm should receive daily 
religious instruction. The society of 
course agreed. Mrs. White also added 
$10,000 more to the endowment fund. 
The deed fur the farm is now in the so- 
ciety’s hands. 

The boys will be kept under a firm dis- 
cipline. It is not ex{)ected to keep them 
on the farm more than a few montlis 
each. It is thought in that time it can 
bo determined whether they are worthy 
to go into {irivate homes. 

One or two iiractical farmers will be 
on band to direct the efforts of the boys. 
The produce raised will be sold in the 
neighboring villages or sent to this city 
for sale. It is hoped in this way to keep 
the expenses of the farm at a minimum. 

The society exiiects to have from 150 
to 200 boys there when everything getr 
into running order. 

In the 40 years of its existence the 
Children’s Aid society has found homes 
on farms for 75.000 homeless boys and 
girls. It has long desired such a place 
us That provided by Mrs. White, where 
it could give the elder boys some prelim- 
inary training before sending them into 
tho homes of the farmers.— New York 
Herald.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


The February Forum (reduced to $3 
per year, the cheapest Review in the 
world) covers by its thirteen articles 
perhaps as wide a range of subjects as 
any single number of any periodical ever 
cevered. Classifying the contents we 
have the following: Sociology — Two 
important articles on the great problems 
of poverty, "Relief for the Unemployed" 
by Mrs. Josephine Suaw Lowell, perhaps 
the greatest authority on this class of 
subjects in America, and "The Persoual 
Problem of Chanty" by the Kev. Dr. Ly- 
man Abbott; luternational Politics and 
Diplomacy — A careful review of the 
whole Hawaiian controversy made es- 
pecially for The Forum by the historiau 
Mr. James Sohouler: Politics — A review 
of the Wilsou hill by Albert Clarke, 
Secretary of the Home Market Club, of 
Boston, who calls it "The Wilson Tariff 
for a Deficit Only" ; Finance— An article 
by Edward Atkinson, "The Gold Basis 
Fixed by Commerce Itself," which in- 
cidentally shows in a striking way the 
absurdity of the recent contention about 
silver. Besides these there are articles 
relating to Literature, Commerce, His- 
tory, Education, Religion, Public Health, 
and mining, by prominent writers. 

The name of Oliver Wendell Holmes 
in the list of contributors to the Feb- 
ruary Atlantic Monthly, is a reminder of 
the Autocrat’s unbroken oonneotion with 
the magazine. Francis Parkman is the 
subjsot of this latest poem by Dr. 
Holmes. A valuable portion of the same 
number is devoted to U. C. Merwin’s 
article on Tammany Hall, — a clear, dis- 
passionate statement of the great politi- 
cal machine’s methods and achievements. 
Mrs. Olive Thorne Miller provides a 
study of nature. "In a Pasture by the 
Great Salt Lake." Two papers of 
American biograpby,are Senator Dawes’s 
"Hecollectious of iStsntou under Lin- 
coln," and J. C. Bancroft Davis’s 
reminiscences and estimate of Hamilton 
Fish. In fiction Mrs. Delsnd’s "Philip 
and his Wife" proceeds with increased 
interest; Grace McGowan Cooke con- 
tributes a very fresh study of character, 
"For Falstaff be is Dead;’’ sud the Uev. 
Walter Mitchell begins an amusing two- 
part story of clerical life. "The Educa- 
tional Law of Beading and Writing," by 
H. £. Scudder, carries out the Atlantic’s 
purpose of giviug its readers from time 
to time papers of special iulerest to 
teachers iu schools sud colleges. Hough- 
ton, Mlfllu A Go., Bosteu. 

An article of unusual interest has re- 
sulted from an expedition on behalf of 
Scribner’s Maguzius, made by Joel 
Chandler llarrla iu company with a skil- 
ful artist, Dauiel Smith, iu the scene ot 
"The Sea Island llurrioanea," off the 
coast of South Carolina. It was this 
strange region whioh was devastated by 
the great stoima last autumn, which 
killed 2,000 people and left 30,000 home- 
less and suffering. Among them fur the 
past few mouths Miss Clara Barton, 
with s staff of workers from the Bed 
Cross Society, has been dispeusiug much 
needed relief. Mr. Harris viewed all the 


interesting features of this w»trk, and his 
known conception of negro character 
h IS enabled iiim to presetit siicti a picture 
f*f the disaster, tho Mirferitig. and fito 
work in progress as no oltier writer in 
the South could give.

BOSTON AMUME.MENTH. 


Gi:and Opkka Houbk— L incoln J. 
Caitet’anew play, " Tlie Tornado" will 
be presented at the Grand Opera House 
next week f<ir the 0r8t lime in that city. 
The pie ;e is said to be a novelty in ev ry 
sense in which tho word can appertain 
to a dramatic work. When the curtain 
risea in the first act it reveals a hand- 
some setting of rustic surroundings, but 
all are swept away before the awful 
wind which prevails. In the second act 
the curtain rises upon the full deck of a 
ship with every detail iu its make-up 
complete. Two ocein steamers come 
together at full speed, and then there is 
an open sea scene, with the waves run- 
ning mountain high, tossing a mao from 
crest to eri-st as though he were but a 
cork. Then comes the street scenes in 
Chicago, the harbor at night, showing 
all the familiar buildings, the vast water 
front, the Bandolph street viaduct, etc., 
and these scenes are quickly followed by 
a dissecting room scene in a medical 
college, and another act of novelties has 
passed. The next one is uo to the stand- 
ard in the still line comedy, then the 
gorgeous autumnal beauty of the final 
act is shown. "The Tornado" will he 
presented at the Grand Opera House by 
a competent company and the week 
promises to bo eventful. 

Boston Theatre— The coming of a 
new play from the pen of Charles H. 
Hoyt is always awaited with interest by 
the public, and this has been the case 
eveu more noticeably with regard to bis 
latest production, “A Milk White Flag." 
which makes its first Boston appearance 
on Monday night, at the Boston Theatre. 
Mr. Hoyt never devoted half so much 
care and thought to any one of his plays 
as be has to this, with the result that 
everyone who has seen it agrees that ii is 
by far the best he has written. Ti at he 
himself considers it so is evident from 
the fact that be has put it into the hands 
of one of the best companies of come- 
dians that could be possibly brought to- 
gether, and supervised all its rehearsals 
and presentations up to date. As is 
known by this time, "A Milk White 
Flag" is a satire on the country militia, 
and the author is said to have handled 
his subject with anything but tenderness, 
though he has not allowed a single sting 
to creep into his lines. The amount of 
original music in "A Milk White Flag" 
is astonishing, and the play might well 
be called a comic opera if the plot were 
not so strong as to make music unneces- 
sary to bring out the story. To present 
all these songs well a company of the 
most talented singers obtainable from 
the ranks of comedians has been select- 
ed; among its members being Miss Isa- 
belle Coe, Charles Stanley, Gilbert Clay- 
ton, Arthur Facie, J. C. Miron, Miss 
Mamie Gilroy,aDd others of equal promi- 
uence. The engagement is limited. 

Hollis Street Theatre— The pro- 
nounced success of Miss Buse Coghlan in 
Oscar Wilde’s brilliant play, "A Woman 
of No Importance," will lengthen the 
stay of that play at the Hollis. She will 
give it for the first four performances of 
the week of February 6, on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, and 
the Wednesday Matinee. On Thursday 
night, Miss Coghlan will present "For- 
get-me-not," in which she was recently 
seen in New York and made such a fine 
impression on the public. This play has 
not been done in Boston for years, and 
it is one of the strongest plays extant. 
Miss Cogblan’s welcome in tho trying 
role will be hearty and her aitistic suc- 
cess assured. She is recognized as pos- 
sessing more taste iu gowns than any act- 
ress of the day, and the dresses that she 
will wear in "Forget-mo-uot” are marvels 
of the modiste’s art. "Forget-me-not" 
will be given with the same New York 
cast, on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights, and the Saturday m itinee at the 
Hollis. 

Columbia Theatre- "Never in my 
experience," said a well-known theatre 
ticket agent a few days ago, "have I 
known so continuous a demand among 
my Back Bay, West End, Cambridge and 
Brookline patrons for seats as for those 
for 'Charley’s Aunt.’ The peculiarity of 
the circumstances is that the same per- 
sons purchase tickets once or twice every 
week, and tell me that they never laughed 
so much in one evening in their lives as 
they have on a visit to the Columbia. 
They tell their friends the same story, 
aud there is no mure practical advertise- 
meut for auy play." Such evidence is 
very strong, and now that street cars 
from Cambridge and Faik square pass 
the doors of the Columbia, the facilities 
for enjoying this merriest of plays are 
perfect.

Where is your pharmacist license 
posted? 

At the Waltham store. 

How much time do you spend at your 
store here? 

I am there off and on as required to 
superintend the business. 

How long a time has elapsed between 
visits? • 

Sometimes a week or ten days. 

A month? 

No, never a month that 1 have nut 
dropped in there. 

What do you mean by “drop in.” 

Stop there to see if anything was 
needed. 

How long are you there at a time? 

From one half to two hours. 

You have a registered druggist there all 
the time? 

Yes sir, Mr. Page attends to the busi- 
ness and is a registered pharmacist. 

With a license from tbe State board? 
Yes sir. 

The city marshal produced a certifi- 
cate book which he stated came from 
Mr. Kelly’s drug store. 

The mayor to Mr. Kelly— Do you 
recognize this book? 

No sir, know nothing about the book. 
Have never m rde a sale or put up a pre- 
scription in Newton. 

Look at it and see if it is m ide out as 
required by la« ? 

No sir, it is not. 

Has any liquor to your knowledge been 
sold from your store to a person who had 
been convicted iu the municipal court? 
Not to my knowledge. 

-'Mr. K-Hly told what the law required 
iniiiling out the certificates and said the 
book had not been kept as required by 
law. He had cautioned his mau regard- 
ing the H»mB. 

Mr. Sullivan was then allowed to 
speak. He said in .Juna last a law was 
passed providing that a itoensa of the 
ffiixth class was ra ide void in ciase tbe 
drnggist or pharmacist did not carry ou 
the business personally. Tbe ilefendent 
was then carrying on business in Wal- 
tham aod tho requirement would have 
.bees impossible for him to carry out, 
<>ven had he koowu of the law which he 
did not until S.ainrday last. Tbe agent 
of tbe State board, wh > then informed 
him of the law for tlie first time, said his 
license w is void.

Alderman Hunt reported for the com- 
mittee on sewers, recommending tho 
taking of land between Oxford and 
Parker streets; also on petition of Dwight 
Chester for drain.

Alderman Rumery proseuted this 
order: 

Ordered, That bis honor the mayor 
be hereby requested to direct the heads 
of all city departments in advertising 
work in their several departments, to 
state in such advertisement that prefer- 
ence is to be given so far as possible to 
mechanics and laboring men wiio are citi- 
zens of Newton; for contract iuvolving 
the performance of mechanical and other 
labor for the city, a clause shall be in- 
serted providing that citizens of Newton, 
verified by the board of registrars of 
voters or assessors, shall be employed by 
the contractors as far as possible for the 
performance of such mechauical or other 
labor. 

Alderman Botbfeld did not want to 
discuss the order until be was more 
thoroughly informed about it. He moved 
to table and it was so voted. 

Aldermau Rumery presented an order 
which passed, authorizing the committee 
on fire department to expend $000 for two 
new hose wagons. 

An order was passed to take private 
land for sewers between Oxford and 
Parker streets, and a hearing was an- 
pointed for Monday, March 5, at 7.30 
o’clock before the aldermen and Monday, 
March 12, at 7.45 o’clock before the com- 
mon council. 

An order was passed to lay sower in 
Glenwood avenue between Parker street 
and Ridge avenue. 

HAVE IT SETTLED. 

Alderman Thompson said he wished 
to request the rpiniou of the city solicitor 
on the legality of a point suggested by 
an editorial in tbe Graphic a few weeks 
since. Tbe article in question called at- 
teuti HI to the fact that Mr. Eugene Fan- 
ning, ho bad been elected overseer of 
tlie poor from Ward Five, was a member 
cf a firm wbioh is largely interested in 
city coutracts. He desired tbe opinion 
ot the city solicitor whether an ofiioe 
iKiliier of tbe city could be directly in- 
terested in a busiuess way with the city, 
also the propriety of a city official bolding 
several offices under the city and drawing 
salaries for each. 

The request was heartily seconded by 
members of the board. 

The board then went into executive 
s ssion. 


The Newton Grade Question. 

The discussion in Newtou relative to 
elevating the tracks of the Bostou A' Al- 
bany railroad has suggested to a promi- 
nent Boston ci'izeu the experiences con- 
nected with the crossing improvements 
It Si'iim; field. To a Herald reporter 
this gentleman said: 

‘^The Bostou A Albany has spent more 
money on its bridges, road beds and the 
leinoval of its grade crossings than any 
otht'r load in New England. 

“The Newton changes are about tbe 
last it has ou tbe Hue, ai d the most im- 
puriatit. The best engineers have beeu 
employed and much time and money 
exp<Mided iu endeavuriug to solve this 
question to tne best intenst of tbe road 
aud the ojblio, aud tbe opposition 
arousetl by tbe citizeus is as unreasou- 
able as uncalled for. 

“It recalls to my mind a similar ex 
perieuce between tbe road and the city 
of Spriuufield. A dangerous giade 
crossing aoiuss tbe main s reel at Spi iug- 
field was a consluut menace to busititss 
and a source of daily anxiety, and 1 
obtained an act of the Legislature by 
which the grade should be separated. 
Yet lor 20 yeais citiz-^ns and others ob 
jected, and the same arguments uow 
used at Newton were urged at Spring- 
field. 

“However, tbe company finally suc- 
ceeded In raising its road, and now, ufier 
its completion, Sniirgtield is boasting of 
the best railroad stations aud facilities 
in the state; no giade crossings and 
everything lovely and perfect. There is 
iioi only no objection now, but it is hard 
to find any one who will admit that he 
ever d d opp ise it. 

“I'eople evidently forget that a r.iil- 
road.t<> go over a street requires but 12 
feet heail room, while the street to go 
uvei the railroad must have 18 feet ip the 
clear, making oue-thiid difference in the 
elevation to be obtained. 

“Riisiug the railway and sUghtly de- 
presaiug the street would be uot ouly tlie 
most convenient iu every respect, but 
really more oiuumeutal.”

Penny Savings Sy.steni. 

It may be tlioiiglit tliat this winter is a 
very unsuitable time to press the need of 
saving small sums of money upon poor 
people, and their cliildreu, but never 
were such eiideavois nu'io timely. It 
would greatly astonish tiiar halt of the 
world that does not know how the other 
half lives, to know lhenuinb»'r of pennies 
that are spent for candy by the very 
small ohildron in the schools of our 
poorest districts. Possibly the sum 
would not bo quite as large this winter 
as in more prosperous times, but it 
would be quite 1 irge onoiigli to be aston- 
ishing. Sj long as one has a little money 
ill one’s pocket, ir, does not seem hard to 
give one cent to a sniAlI child. Perhaps 
the obildien do errands for tbe neighbors 
and are paid. However they get them 
plenty of pennies the little children do 
have, and they spend them one and two 
at a time for candy. 

Ou tho other hand, the poor people are 
having a tremendous object lesson in the 
importance of laying up money while 
they are earning it, against the time 
when they have ou work. There never 
was a time when it was easier to induce 
people to lay by a little than it is now. 
Ask tbe cashiers of our saviugs banks 
bow many thousand dullaistbey have re- 
ceived on deposit during the seventeen 
days of this year, and in how small 
sums? Since the middle of November, 
one school of little children in a district 
of working people, whose teachers use 
tbe Peony Savings System, has bougat 
twenty dollAro’ worth of stamps, priuci 
pally one cent, three and five cents in 
value. The month of December, too, is 
one in which very few stamps are soLi, 
and many are redeemed. It is au excel- 
lent way to save up money for Christmas. 

The system has lost three of its agents 
by death, and other causes bav * operated 
to close four others, but tboie that re- 
main are doing as good business as ever 
at this season. More agents are needed, 
especially at Nonantum and VVost New- 
ton, where the habit of using the stamps 
has been formed, and would be contiuued 
if there were any station where the 
stamps could be bought. The treasurer 
of the Peony Savings System is Mr. 
Albert Metcalf of West Newton, who bus 
in tbe savings bank of that ward, oyer 
three hundred dollars still on deposit, 
though depositors are encouraged to 
open bank accounts of their own as soon 
as tbe value of tbeir cards has reached 
five dollars. It is nut, however, tbe 
money alone that is laid up. that shows 
the good result of this work. Childreo 
aud young people are taught that pen- 
nies and nickels collected, accumulate 
into dollars, and that the child who 
never has more tbau a cent at a time, 
may by saving them up, find himself ablf 
to buy somethiog that costs twenty-five 
cents. They are taught not only to savo 
money, but to spend it. When a girl has 
gone without sodas and caramels for a 
year, and, buying stamps instead, is able 
to pay for a generous supply of class 
photographs for herself instead of hav- 
ing to ask her father ormoiherfor them, 
has she not learned a much-needed les- 
son, whose influence may be felt tbrougb- 
o It her life? Mary It. Martin. 


Taxing Street Railways. 

Some cities aie deriving a handsome 
revenue from the street railways that 
have locations iu their streets, and the 
franchises are not given away ns is too 
often tbe case in our cities. The Engin- 
eering News has this account of the ex- 
porienoe of a Canadian city: 

The city of Toronto appears to be 
particularly succeAsful in securing public 
service at low rates. The city is sup- 
plied with a network of electric rai 
lines, operated by a private conipan> 
under contract with the city. Tbe com- 
pany pays the city a rental of $860 per 
mile of track per annum, and a peiceut- 
age of the gross receipts varying from 
8 per oeut. to 20 per ceut., according to 
tbe total amount received. A complete 
system of transfers is in force, and 
while the single fare is 5 cents, packages 
of six tickets are sold for 25 cents;

As everybody knows, custom has 
made the 5 cent fare for street railways 
well nigh universal in America, but it 
stands to reasou that either this is too 
low a rate to give a fair return to tbe 
lines operated iu small cities of a few 
tbousnud inhabitants or else it is an uu- 
warrant ibly high tax on tbe patrous of 
roads in the great cities.

THE ANNUAL MRKTINO SHOWS GOOD PHO- 
ORBSS FOR THE YEAR JUST CLOSED- 
REPORTS OF THE TRUSTEES, SUPERIN- 
TENDENT AND TREASURER. 


The annual meetinf? of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation was held on Wed- 
nesday eveniJK io municipal court 
room, West Newton. There was a good 
attendance and Mr. Warren I*. Tyler, 
vice-president, presided in the absence of 
Mr. Edward B. Haskell, the president. 

The report of the secretary, Mr. E. M. 
Fowle, was nccopt«'d and placed on file 
and Mr. Otis Pettee, the treasurer, was 
then called upon for his annual state- 
ment relative to the finances of the 
corporation. A summary of the very 
complete and rather exhaustive report 
always incident to this official position 
showed these results. 

Balance on hand, Jan. 1, 1693, >3,722.05; 
receipts durin;;; the fiscal year, >29,503 81 ; 
total, >33,225.80. The expenditures for 
the year a^Kre^^ated >31.700.28, leaving a 
balance on hand, Jan. 1, 1804 of >1,525.58, 
The report was accepted and placed on 
file. 

The report of Superintendent Henry 
Ross of the cemetery was given as fol- 
lows:

The nursery and greenhouse are in 
good condition. 

The bouses, barns, etc., are in good 
repair, except the buildings on the Russ 
purchase, which will need painting. 

Four hundred lots are now graded aud 
ready for sale, about the same number as 
last year. Henry Ross, Supt. 

The report of the trustees for the year 
ending Jan. 1, 1894, was submitted by 
Mr. W. P. Tyler. 


TRUSTEES* RKPOP.T. 

The trustees have to report a year of 
moderate sales. No new development in 
any one section of the grounds has been 
undertaken. The attention of the trus 
tees has been mostly confined to the 
cemetery us a whole. Many of the 
avenues have been regraded, gutters 
paved, water mains extended, which 
have proved a groat convenience. The 
grounds have been kept up to the proper 
standard of neatness and beauty. Con- 
siderable attention has been paid to the 
removal of old native trees and uuneces- 
sary foliage, giving more open spaces, 
letting in mure sunlight, with more 
facility for neat keeping. We have, as 
has been reported, some four hundred 
lots graded and for sale. About the 
same as last year. Most of the iron 
fences have disappeared. A few old lots 
have been improved by regrading. Thur«‘ 
are a great many improvement.^ which 
the trustees have in mind; they will be 
considered wbeu the finances will permit. 

The ti ustees fully appreciate the labors 
of our superintendent and those under 
him, in the interest they show in the care 
of the grounds. There is but one mind 
in the board, it is, to make the cemetery 
the must beautiful in our ueighborhood. 
When we remember what it was thirty 
yeary ago, aud kuuw bow bard a struggle 
il WHS to get it established, through 
economical management on the part of 
the superintendent aud the trustees, we 
feel todiy Newton is most fortunate that 
it has within its boarders so lovely a 
rural burial place. 

There are many lots unprotected. The 
head of the family h.ts been laid to rest; 
soon the family will be scattered, and no 
protection upon the lot. The trustees 
agaiu urge upon those who have not per- 
petual care to consider the matter seri- 
ously. >775.00 has been placed under 
perpetual care ou old lots, the past year. 

The whole perpetual oare fund, Decem- 
ber 1893, is 1^1 000.13; amount rendered 
in last year*s report, >81,030.78, gain for 
the past year, >2,809.35. This fund is 
invested in first mortgages. There was 
issued April 1st, 1880, >25,000, 5 per cent, 
bonds to run two years. These bends 
were for the development of the ceme- 
tery, and to rid ourselves of a tloating 
debt, caused mostly by the purchase of 
laud. >22,000 of these bonds were sold. 
Three one thousand dollar bonds have 
been bought back by our treasurer, leav- 
ing >19,000 to be cauoeled. A sinking 
fund was established to pay them at 
maturity. This fund now amounts to 
>17,800. 

The only purchase of real estate made 
the past year is a lot of about 7 aci es ad 
joiuiug the cemetery grounds, owned by 
Mr. Henry Ross,haviug a frontage on Wal- 
nut street of 482 feet, and uu Homer 
street, 421 feet. There are four houses 
upou the estate. One on Walnut street 
is occupied by our superiuteudeut; em- 
ployes of the cemetery occupy the other 
three. The trustees hud iu mind in this 
purchase the protection of the cemetery. 
About 2 3rds of the land is suitable fur 
burials. This laud ou the two streets 
has beuu euclosed by a proper fence. 
This purchase has been made advantag- 
eously for the corporation. We have no 
floating debt. 

About 54,U00 feet of laud has been 
given uu the uorth-west side of our 

E rouuds, towards the development of the 
ouleyard, us iu time another entrance 
for the west part of our city, will, it is 
thought, be desirable. 

The Bigelow “Memorial Chapel** and 


Conservatory have been renovated the 
past year. This chapel has attracted 
muoh notice. A duplicate la now being 
built by a citizen of Salem as a g|ft to 
one of its oemeteries. 

One of our trustees, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Houghton, departed this life July 
Inst. There has been spread upon the 
records of the board a tribute to his 
worth as a. man, and as a careful and 
conscientious trustee. He served upon 
the board thirteen years. 

In behalf of the trustees, 
Warren P. Tyler, 
Vicet^resident. 

The selection of a list of gentlemen to 
serve as a board of trustees was the next 
business and Mr. Austin R. Mitohell 
moved that the ohairmnn appoint a com- 
mitleo of three to retire and prepare a 
list. 

This motion was OiiTriod and chairman 
Tyler appointed Messrs. W. C. Strong, 
Asahol Wheeler and H. A. Mansfield. 

After a few moments absence this com- 
mittee reported through Mr. Strong the 
selection of the following gentlemen to 
serve as trustees. They »ere unani- 
mously elected. Secretary E. M Fowle 
easting one vote for the meeting: 

Edward B. Haskell, Warren P. Tyler, 
James F. C. Hyde, Otis Pettee, Austin 
R Mitohell, Francis Murdock, George 
Frost, Edward M. Fowle, James T. 
Allen. 

Mr. Allen was appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Benj imin 
Franklin Houghton. 

Mr. Strong understood that the ceme- 
tery had consented to give 50000 feet of 
land to the central boulevard, and also a 
similar amount of land to the proposed 
southern route which was to be paid fur. 
He WHS interested in the latter proposi- 
tion and wished to make a motion that 
the trustees appoint a oommittoe to fix 
the price ou this land. The motion was 
withdrawn later as the chairman ex 
plained that a motion covering that point 
would be presented. 

Mr. N. T. Allen moved that the trus- 
tees be given power to buy and sell land 
as they deemed advisable and for'tbe in- 
terests of the cemetery. Voted. 

On motion of Mr. J. F. Nickerson the 
meeting voted to extend the thanks of 
the property owners to the trustees for 
the efficient di-toharge of their duties 
during the past year. 

Mr. E. T. Wiswall moved that the 
property owners approve and ratisfy the 
doings of the trustees for the past year, 
and the vote passed. 

Mr. N. T. Allen wished that Superin- 
tendent Ross should have the thunks of 
the meeting as well as the trustees. All 
were glad that be had regained his 
health after bis serious illness and 
trusted ho had many more years to 
devote to the work of the corporation. 
Uo spoke of Mr. Houghton who passed 
away during the year just passed. He 
was a faithful, efficient worker with the 
trustees. The speaker had kriowu h'm 
for fifty years quite intimately as a citi- 
zen and neighbor and bad found him a 
friendly, cordial, kindly man. He was a 
man of more than the ordinary intelli- 
gence. He stood as a pillar in the com- 
munity, a good, strong, upright man 
with opinions always infiueuced for the 
right. Everyone respected aud placed 
impliojt confidenoe in him. 

Mr.'Asahel Wheeler called attention to 
the neglect or apparent neglect of the 
trustees to report on the matter tabled 
at the last meeting, relative to the pur- 
chase of land for a crematory. 

Chairman Tyler said the committee in 
search of a location called upon the 
trustees aud found them favorable. A 
lor, of land containing one acre was 
offered them, facing Homer street. 
They were satisfied with the proposed 
location, but after the Forest Hill loca- 
tion had been considered, believed it 
more central and eisier of access and 
filially purchased land adjoining those 
grounds. Speaking in general of the 
matter he believed the change iu the 
pablio mind would be a veiy gradual 
one. Cremation bad a certain repug- 
nance to a great many which it would be 
hard to overcome, and the idea of leav- 
ing one*s dead in a beautiful place like 
the modern cemetery was very pleasaut, 

Mr. N. T. Allen believed cremation to 
be gaining greatly in public favor. 
When such people as Lucy Stone, Mr. 
and Mrs. F. H, Hensbaw and other per- 
sons of culture and refinement bad be- 
lieved in aud exemplified their belief in 
this method, it set people seriously to 
thinking and tended much to rid the 
public mind of objection. 

The meeting then adjourned ou motion 
of Mr. Pettee.

Insect Pests. 

The Newton Horticultural Society pro- 
poses to continue its work of ridding 
Newton of that most unseemly pest, the 
lent caterpillar, and offers to pay a 
bounty of >1.00 per 1000 belts of eggs. 

Very gratifying results have been ao- 
oomplished the last two years, and it is 
estimated that over 05 million eggs have 
been destroyed. 

In the spring of 1893 a circular, to the 
citizens of Newtou, was sent out asking 
for funds to help in the prosecution of 
the work aud >170.00 was generously 
contributed, which was all spent in 
bounties, the city also appropriated >500 
to free the trees on the public high way 
of this pest and to out down all worth- 
less trees which form a breeding place 
for this and kindred pests. They have 
appropriated >800 00 this year, and will 
continue the work. A circular will 
shortly be sent to the citizens of Newtou. 
asking for financial aid and it is hoped 
that the residents of our city will keep 
up their interest in the subject and that 
a generous amount will be sent iu. 

The work of the Society has received 
muoh favorable comment from the press 
and iudividn.ils throughout the Common- 
wealth aud many kindred societies iu 
various places have adopted its idea aud 
have reported very good results. The 
secretary of the society will send a 
circular containing in detail its instruo- 
tioDS to all who apply for same. 

The bounty is only open to residents 
of Newton aud for belts of eggs collected 
in Newton.

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STREET RAILWAY CONSOLIDATION 


The numerous street railway compan- 
ies of Newton, which have piaotically 
the same officers, directors and stock- 
holders, will probably soon be consoli- 
dated, as there is a bill before the lep^is- 
lature askinf; for authority to make such 
coPHolidation. There can be no objec- 
tion to this, as the roads are now practi- 
cally one corporation. 

The new company is to take the name 
of the Natick, Newton & Bjston street 
railway company, and the incorporators 
whose names appear are Joseph E.Fiske, 
Joseph F. Wipht, John C. Lane, Thomas 
.J. Kenny and Francis G. L. Henderson. 
It wants authority to built aud operate 
street railways in Natick, Framinf^ham, 
Needham, Wayland, Marlboro, Newton, 
Watertown and Boston. 

The capital stock is to be $350,000, and 
the new company wants permission to 
swallow and absorb by lease or otherwise 
the Natick & Coohituate street railway, 
the Wellesley & Boston, and the Newton- 
yilleA Watertown, the Newton street rail- 
way and the Newton & Boston beinf; ex- 
cepted. 

One peculiar thing in the petition is 
the section in which the proposed com- 
pany asks for the right to carry goods, 
parcels and mail matter, which request 
should be carefully looked into, and if 
not stricken out, guarded by wise restric 
tions. We do not wish to see the streets 
taken up by freight cars, or anything re- 
sembling them. 

Stre>-'t railways for the conveyance of 
passengers are a nuisance in the streets, 
as everyone will adinit,but many oousider 
them a necessary evil, aud so they have 
gained a foothold aud are allowed to take 
possession of our streets, but the line 
should be drawn at cars for cbe convey- 
ance of passengers. 

There was a great quantity of street 
a-aU*ray legislation asked for last year, 
but trora present appearances the favors 
asked this year will beat the record. 
Fortuualt ly there are meu in the legisla- 
ture who will carefully scan the requests, 
men elected for tbat purpose, and among 
them is Representative EsUbrook of 
Newton, whose experience last year will 
enable him to act independently, and with 
the confidence that his constitu !uts wil 
stand by him in bis opposition to all im- 
proper schemes. 


aiunictpal lighting. 


'rhe discussion in regard totbecirv’s 
owning its own gas aud electric plant has 
resulted in a bill which has been pre 
leuted in the house, accompanied with a 
petition of the mayor of Newton, as 
authorized by vote of the city council. 

The provisions of the bill will be of 
general interest, aud they are as follows: 

Section 1. The city of Newton may 
'CAVjatruct, establish and maiuruiu witnin 
Ws limits one or more planu for the 
manufacture or distribution of gas and 
electricity nr either, for fuinishitig light 
for municipal use, (or the lighting of 
streets, parks, ways and other public 
places aud public buildings and build- 
ings owned and occupied by said city; 
such plants may include suitable laud, 
structures, e.is* merits, water privileges, 
stations, gasomt-ters. boilers, engines, 
dynamos, tools, m icbiiiery, pipes, con- 
duits, poles, conductors, burners and 
other appurtenances ami appliances for 
making, generating, distributing and 
using gas or electricity fur lighting pur- 
1 o-ies. 

Seel. 2. Said city shall not exercise 
the authority conferred in this act until 
a vote that it is expedient to exercise 
such authority shall hive paised each 
branch of the city council by a two- 
thirds vote of all the mernbeis thereof, 
aud receive the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 3. For the purposes of this act 
said city is hereby aui hoi iz^d to incur 
indebteilnesH payable iu a teriii not ex 
ceediiig tliiity years, and to issue bonds, 
notes or scrip therefor, and the pro 
visions of cb-«pter twenty-nine of tbe 
I'uhlic Statutes of the Commonwealth 
and acts iu amendment thereof or aildi- 
tiuu thereto, shall apply exm-pt mi far as 
is herein otLci wise provided. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect 
upon its pUHsage. 

The committee on manuf ictiireis will 
give a bearing on tbe petition .it Room 
A, Stale liouse, on Feb. 14. at 10.30 a. 
m. There will also be a bearing Atthe 
same time on the petition of Edwin M. 
Fowle, for an amendment of riie law 
relative to the opening of stieela tot the 
purpose of laying gas pipes. 


i'j' is rather early to begin another 
election campaign, but that seems to be 
the only explanation of an order intro- 
duced iu the board of aldermen, on Mon- 
day night. It was to the effect that 
every one taking a ooutract from tire city 
must agree to employ only Newton oiti- 
cus. With the new boulevards and the 


sower oxtensionB, there will bo some 
very extensive contracts to be lot this 
year, and such a ooiulition would make 
it impossible for outside contractors to 
compete, and the work would cost the 
city about double in amount, to say noth- 
ing of the fact that enough Newton 
laborers could not bo secured. The 
order, however, had a clause to the effect 
that such men should be employed 
‘‘when practicable,” which of course de- 
stroys all Its force and renders it perfect- 
ly harmless, as that leaves open a door 
wide enough to take in any kind of 
laborers. Such orders are presented in 
the Boston city council by the ward poli- 
ticians ol that city, to make themselves 
solid with tbe workingmen, hut we do 
not think Newton workingmen could be 
taken in by such a very transparent de- 
vice. If orders have aolau'-e that nullifies 


capital is not to exceed $500,000, and the 
company can issue bonds up to the 
value of the capital stock, which shall 
I not exceed the value of the property. 
! The bonds must bo sohl for not less than 
their par value. 


.V BILL to provide for the improyoment 
of Charles River is before the legisla- 
ture, and its passage would do much for 
the territory between Watertown and 
Boston. It provides that the board of 
metropolitan park commissioners and 
the state board of health shall investi- 
gate and report upon tbe practicability 
and expediency of filling the bod and 
shores of the river between West Bos- 
ton bridge and Watertown, contracting 
tbe bed to not less than 1500 feet, and of 
devoting a part to the purposes of public 
parks and selling tbe remainder. 


them completely, it is difficult to see why 
they should be introduced and take up 
the time of the board of aldermen. The 
order was tabled, which is a harmless 
way of disposing of it. The past year 
has shown that any Newton men who de- 
sire work have no difficulty in securing 
it from the highway and other depart- 
ments, and the same practice will be 
followed in the future, without any 
buncombe orders. Probably it was in- 
troduced more out of a good natured 
wish to oblige some of the local bosses 
than for any serious purpose. 

The Board of Aldermen took summary 
action in the case of several members of 
the police force, at a special meeting, 
last evening, endorsing unanimously tbe 
actiou of Mayor Feuuo in removing them 
from office. It is much to be regretted 
that such action was necessary, but 
Mayor Fenno will be commended for his 
determination to preserve tbe efficiency 
of tbe police force and to make the 
members feel tbat they will be held to 
strict account for their conduct. Iu tbe 
opinion of tbe police committee, radical 
measures were imperative, and the effect 
of such action can not fail to be salutary. 
The fact tbat tbe board endorsed the 
mayor’s action without any remarks, 
showed that they appreciated the gravity 
of the situation. A man whose duty is 
to enforce tbe law and preserve order, 
should himself set the example. The 
removed officers have been guilty of re- 
peated offences, and have been treated 
with all the consideration tbat could be 
asked for. It was an unpleasaut duty 
for Mayor Fenno, and also for the board, 
hut public interests required them to 
act without any unuecessary delay. £x< 
perience has proved that to overlook an 
offence out of consideration for tbe ex- 
cellent lecord made in tbe past is only 
mistaken kindness, and is apt to have a 
demoralizing effect on tbe rest of the 
force. The other officials will now 
realize where they stand, though, in jus- 
tice to the great majority of them, it 
should be said that tliose needing such a 
warning are only a small minority of the 
force.

Young Ladies’ Charitable Associatien 
The Newton branch of the Y. L. C. A 
are making preparations for a concert to 
be held in Armory Hall, Newton, March 
29. In 1893 Miss Elizabeth A. Power, 
the president of the organization, realiz- 
ing the necessity of a home for consump- 
tives open to all without regard to creed 
or color, organized the association with 
about thirty members. It is now com- 
posed of KXM) members divided into 
twenty-two districts for the more practi- 
cal fulfllimeut of the work. The object 
is the promotion of charity and benevol 
euce among the sick and poor. In 1892 
the organization became incorporated 
under the legal title. Free Home for 
Consumptives. The association pur- 
chased in March 1802 one of Dorchester’s 
largest aud fiuest es ales at a cost of 
$24,000. The home is situated at 418 
Quincy street, Dorchester, and is open 
to all consumptives whose admission is 
recommended by the investigators and 
physicians. All of its inma'es enjoy 
religious freedom aud may be visited by 
clergymen of their own selection. No 
pay patients are admitted. 

Jt is the borne of the people. Clergy- 
men, physicians, firms and tue public are 
at liberty to recommeud applicants aud 
as far as patients can be accommodated, 
are all welcome. The means of supjport 
'Are donations, ptoceeds of euterUio- 
ments and the fund obtained by the 
members who are termed solicitors. 
Each sedicitor collects ten cents a mouth 
each from teu contributors, thus each 
solicitor IS responsible fur one dollar per 
month. The president, under the direc- 
tion of the corporation acting for the as 
sociation, has control and management 
of the home. The matron, uiid rthedirec 
lion of the president, has the immediate 
charge of the home and the control of all 
nurses employes and patients. 

The assuciaiiou not only supports the 
home, but care for the poor sick, all 
diseases in the distiiot and whenever 
practicable supporting aud caring for 
them in tbeir own homes. The Newton 
branch have already sent to the home 
ten patients, destitute people who were 
dying with the dread disease. Clothing 
and loud have been supplied to the poor 
aud their chiidien and many families 
can testify to the kindness aud charity 
that have made their burden seem lighter 
by having tbeir necessities supplied. 
Appeals are being constantly received 
for assistance and the proposed enter- 
taiumeul is to raise funds fur this pur- 
pose. 

Miss Powers will preside at a meeting 
of this brinoh next Tuesday evening 
at Room 9, Central block, Newtoiiville. 
All ladies interested in the cause are 
e iruestly requested to attend and enlarge 
the branch. Were you to see some of 
the cast s, destitute, homeless, weak aud 
emaciated, they appeal to us aud we 
have not funds to relieve them. Join 
aud assist the poor and frieudless. lii 
their uame we appeal to you and feel 
confident if you could but realize their 
condition you would not or could not be 
selfish enough to refuse ussistsiice. No 
uue cun afford to iguore these sad crea- 
tures. 

Those that do not feel at liberty to 
join the association would promote the 
good work by purchasing tickets fur the 
entertainment thus addiug to the fuud.

The directors of Pomroy Home desire 
to place the following testimuuial on 
recoid. 

In tbe death of our loved Superiuten- 
deiit, Elizabeth J. Robbin, the Home 
with its group of orphan girls has aus- 
tain>‘d an irrepaiable loss. 

Born io the British Provincoa, July 28, 
1801, at nine years of age sho came to 
this oountry with her parents, young 
sisters and brooh^rs. 

At the age of thirteen years, and im- 
mediately after the death of her mother, 
Eliz'ibeih was received at the Pomroy 
Home, where her three sisters had al- 
ready been placed. 

The beautiful traits in Lizzie’s charac- 
ter, were fostered and barmouiously 
developed under the wise training and 
elevating influence of Auntie Pomroy. 

Attending the public school, she 
graduated honorably from the grammar 
department, and immedi.-itely assumed 
ber duties in the kitchen for one year aa 
is the custom with all the inmates of the 
Home, previous to going out lo service. 

Proving unusually competent she was 
retained in the Home, and at the death 
of Auntie Pomrey, Jan. 1884, Elizabeth 
was fleeted assistant superintendent, 
having tbe warm recommendation from 
Mrs. Ptiroroy. who remarked. ’’Remem- 
ber Lizzie Robbin is pure gold. Always 
keep bei in the Home.” 

At the resignation of Miss Boydeu, 
Elizibeth was elected superintendent, 
wbicli position she filled with credit aud 
boDor to the time of ber death, ooming 
closer to the children even than Auntie 
Pomroy. Sho had giown up in the 
Home. She knew the girls* needs. She 
had the tender loving sympathy, 
which a mere stranger or one less 
familiar could never feel. Withal she 
loved the children aud was must anxious 
for their welfare. 

It is difficult for an outside person to 
realize the silent, Ihoiigb strong influenoe 
which went out from her. Sho was so 
quiet, reserved, never self-assertive or 
aggressive in any way, consequently not 
fully appreciated by those who did not 
know her well. 

Through all these years Auntie Pom- 
roy has been her guide, her inspiratiou 
and beacon light to follow. 

Miss Robbin lias been a true and good 
mother to the children of the Home. A 
wise sister and counsellor to the girla 
and young women, who have gone out to 
take' their places in tbe community. 
These came to Miss Robbin, as to an 
elder sister, in whom they ouuld safely 
confide tbeir troubles and their joys. 
In this capacity, tbe good she did cannot 
be estimated. Knowing tbe outire his- 
tory of the girls, so far as it could be 
learned, she was enabled to counsel as 
none otner. 

Thus did her beautiful character mani- 
fest itself to the end. Only two days be- 
fore her death, she went from the sick 
bed and room to listen and advise in a 
sorrow that had come to one of them. 

Heavily the burdens have been placed 
on the too willing shoulders. Carrying 
these burdens fur the children of the 
Home aud its former ocoupauts and 
bearing up bravely under one sorrow 
after another in her own family relations. 
Tbe head and heart have often ached 
over tbe perplexities. Often without 
the loving sympathy and appreciation 
she so richly meiited. 

Wo all remember the pure and Cliiist 
child life, which left us when little Faith 
Robbin died. 

With loving hearts and tearful eyes 
her sister orphan girls of tbe Pomrey 
Home, join in response to the following: 
Fold her. Oh Father in thiue arms, 

And let her hencelorth be 
A messenger of love, 

Between our human hearts aud Thee.

How the Boston Women Sent It.

The telegraph operators were telling 
stories again last night. The tall man 
who has held a key all over the country 
had the floor. "You see a good many 
jukes in the papers,” said he, “about the 
culture of Boston, aud the habit people 
Hying there have of using big words and 
correct grammar aud all that.

The Present Grades. 

The following communication has been 
sent to Mayor Fenno; 

Newton, Mrss., Jan. 20tb, 1804. 
Dear Sir:— 

The reawakened interest regardini{ 
grade separation iu Newton brings into 
prominence the difficulty of harmonizing 
all interests under either “Elevation” or 
‘Depression.” 

Would it not be well to consider the 
retention of the present grade of the B. 
& A. modeled under such improved con- 
ditions as to be acceptable to our citizens, 
aud contrast the objections raised with 
those brought against both elevation and 
denressiou. 

The changes suggested would be,— 
First; Carrying underneath or above the 
grade such streets as can be economical- 
ly aud practically so treated. 

Second; Provide all streets remaining 
at grade with spacious and comfortable 
tunnels for foot passengers underneath 
the railroad so that stations will he ao 
cessahle during passage of trains. 

Third; Widen railroad location at sta- 
tions through our city so that access to 
outward local track should be only by 
steps upward from the tunnels or down- 
ward from overhead platforms reaching 
the second story of stations. (This 
fencing of second local track should be 
done under either elevated, depressed or 
present grade system.) 

Fourth; Adopt the most improved 
gates and absolutely thorough methods 
of protection for such crossings as at 
Centre street, Newton, Walnut street, 
Newtonville aud Washington street, 
West Newton, which streets would ueces- 
sarily remain at grade. 

The immense saving to the city of 
Newton, as well as to the Commonwealth 
and to the railroad oorporatioij, is the 
principal factor in favor of retaining the 
present grade. 

Two or three millionB of outlay of 
which from two hundred to tbiee huii- 
drod thousand must be paid by our tax- 
pavors, would he a small estimate under 
either eleyatiou or depressiou of grades. 

Would such an outlay aud the accom- 
panying great inconvenience to travel be 
warranted wheu we consider that a uew 
era of railroading may be upon us. 
possibly before the close of the present 
century. Today even methods of eleo- 
trioal propulsion for long distance rapid 
transit are being considered by our great 
trunk lines. The single rail elevated 
system finds favor with many promiueut 
meohauioal engiuuers aud experiments 
are now being conducted near New York 
city upon the high speed single rail 
hioyold system. Facing the prohletus of 
inventive progress would it be souud 
Judgrueut at suoh great expense to risk 
regret aud dissatisfactiou for years to 
oome?

WEALTH HERl AND ABROAD. 

rmtitn of ('..inlrtinf tlin Itloh !■ 

Aini>rlri% niul In Knro|i«*. 

The r.ugll.'h anil the Americans are 
>oth riili, l.nt wliich are the richer? 
Perhaps the statisticians know or can 
find out, tint it is not certain that the 
statistical answer would give the infor- 
mation that ono really wants and which 
involves the distribution of wealth as 
well as its mere existence. Most Amer- 
icans have to work; but, as is well 
known, n considerable proportion of 
|;3ngli.sh peoplo toil not nor spin, and 
make no pretense of doing anything tor 
a living. Is that becanso the English 
are richer than we, or is it a matter of 
taste or a result of primogenitnre? So 
• Iso it appears— from close study of 
documents submitted by Anthony Trol- 
lope and other contemporaneons histo- 
rians — that British gentlemen in re- 
spectable ciren instances employ from 
five to fifty servants and have several 
bouses apiece, all of which they live in, 
and travel much besides. An Ameri- 
can who lives in that way is looked 
upon as a man of very exceptional re- 
sources, but it would seem that an Eng- 
lish gentleman who does not live in that 
way is thought to be somewhat strait- 
ened. In England there are 300 or 400 
hunt clubs, and something like 20,000 
Britishers ride pretty regnlarly to 
hounds. But hunting is an expensive 
sport that takes both time and money. 
These English seem to have both to 
spare. 

A returned traveler was speaking of 
the shoals of agreeable English people 
be met iu the Riviera and in ail the 
play places of southern Europe. When 
asked if they were rich people, he said 
not, but that they were able to live as 
they did because they knew how and 
got their money’s worth. He thought, 
too. that the well to do English bad a 
more conijileto domestic apparatus ready 
to band than most Amei leans and 
could spend n larger proportion of their 
incomes on travel and amusement. 
Houses and fnrriiture and such expen- 
sive vanities they had already by in- 
heritance and were not compelled to 
spend useful money in providing them. 

Regarding the English habit of pub- 
lishing novels in three bound volumes — 
would the American buy novels in such 
costly forni'r Are not all the habits of 
living that we borrow from tliff British, 
from dock tailed horses to indoor men 
servants, more costly than the customs 
they snper.scdo? They must have a great 
deal of money to spend, those enterpris- 
ing i.slnnders. No ono would hesitate 
to say that the Americans are richer 
than the Russians, or the Italians, or 
thclTCMnuns, or even the thrifty French, 
but the Briton gives us pause. Is he 
realty richer than we are, or is be mere- 
ly an older son, and a dweller in a land 
where servants work for small pay, 
and clothes are cheap, and novels are 
rented out by Mudie, and the tax on 
stimulants is laid fur revenue, and not 
for prevention, and where to loaf and 
invite one’s soul is esteemed a prefer- 
able thing to toil? — Harper’s Weekly. 


KccHiitrlolty In I.llnrary Taiite. 

Curious whims are occasionally shown 
by readers at the Public library. There 
was a woman who regularly every Fri- 
day came for a volume of sermons. She 
did not mind whoso sermons, nor what 
the subject, so long ns they were reli- 
gious discourses of some sort. Monday 
she would come back, return the ser- 
mons and take out a novel to unbend 
her mind until the next Friday, when 
tbe sermons would again heiu demand. 
There w’as another woman who would 
never read anything hut a religious 
novel, as she called it, not such a one 
as ‘‘Ben-H«r" or one with a particular 
religious tenet to inculcate, hut a hook 
with a clergyman as its chief character. 

Swinburne’s “Heavenly Arcana” 
was read daily for years by an eccen- 
tric old gentleman.

HO-PITAL BCTLDI50. 

The dedication of the new Home for 
Nurses at the Cottage Hoapital occurred 
at .*1 o'clock. Wednesday afternoon, in 
tbe spacious parlors of the new Home, 
which W.I8 crowded with friends of tlie 
hospital from all parts of tbe city, find 
many ftoni ont of town were present, in* 
eluding Miss Ricb*ards, the olaest trained 
hospital nurSe in tbe country, and tbe 
founder of the modern training schools 
that have today; Mr. Itice, president 
of the Qiiocy Hospital, and Rev. Dr. 

A .ilisoo, president of the Beverly 
Hospital. 

The beautiful Home attracted many 
favorable comments from the guests, all 
its fitting.H and appointments are so per- 
fect. The building is of colonial style, 
with a large parlor en the right of the 
futrance, overlooking the hills of Wal- 
tham and the intervening conntry, and 
at either end of the parlor is auother 
room, n inch can be opened into it, one 
being a reception roam for the matron, 
and ibe other a lecture room for the 
pupils. Ou tbe other side of the wide 
ball is a corridor with nurses’ rooms 
opening from it, and a bath room at tbe 
end. Tbe upper fljors are devoted to 
rooms for tbe nurses. The east rooms 
ate knowu as tbe Palmer Memorial 
rooms, in memory of Miss Palmer, a 
former matron. All tbe rooms have- 
batd wood d mrs, with rugs, and the 
woodwork is tinisbed in natural colors. 
The turnituie ot alt tbe rooms is of oak, 
aud the expeu»e of the furnishing was 
borne by tbe Ladies’ Hospital Aid Asso- 
ciation, with the exception of tbe par- 
lors, wbtoQ weie furnished from tbe fund 
of ♦tiOOIeltiu memory i>f Miss Palmer. 

At Ihe dedication, the rooms were 
handsomely dec<»ratea with cut dowers, 
many ot them sent by the family ot tbe 
late E. W. Converse, who with Mr. L. G. 
Pratt, bore tbe expense of tbe uuiluiug. 

The exercises opened with music by 
a volunteer orchestra, followed by the 
reading of scrip: urea aud player by Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins. Then followed the 
foinial trausier of the keys by Mr. L. G. 
Pratt. 

MR. rilATT niESESTS TUB KEYS.

The work of the hospital had increased 
so much during the year 189*2. that more 
room bw.tme a necessity, and it was de- 
cided that this want could bo best sup- 
plied by building a home lor tbe nurses 
thus relieving the Hospital, aud provid’ 
mg more room tor the patients, in the 
mam building. 

Being ou tbe B .ard of Trustees, aud 
much mierested in the good work tbe 
hospital ts doing, 1 wished to no aome- 
l^hmg mysslf towarda its success, aud 
having been appointed a committee of 
one to see what would be the cost of a 
buildiu,t which would accommodate 
ibiity or more pupils, I cooeulied an 
arubtteot for tbe purpose. 

Fmdmg thu the expense would be 
greater iliau I wished to undertake alone 
I oilled upon Mr. Converse, and we 
talked over tbe whole qutaiion of the 
uc^s of the hospital, aud the erection of 
a Nuises’ Home. I tiuady said. “Mr. 
Couverse, will you join me lu this euier- 
priseF A tew seconds thought, and his 
answer was, “1 will; whom shall we 
have for our architects?’* 

We d^ided upon Hartwell A* Riohard- 
aou, aud iiuiuediately applied to them foi* 
plans. The first plau was rejected, tne 
rooms bemg too small and two few iu 
Dumber to uuswer for the growing needs 
of the hospital, and then a larger uue 
was drawn, of which you see tbe result 
here today.

THR COMMON OOUNCII. DlR«K<^r THK IN- 
ACTION OF THK IIKAI.TII IltlAHO AND 
RUPKUINrKNDK.NT OF SCHOOLS IN THK 
MASON SCHOOL MATTKU. 

The regular meeting of the eomroon 
council was held Monday eTenieg at City 
Hall. 

President C. W. Knapp presided and 
eTery member was present. 

The records of the last meeting were 
read and approved and the first busi- 
ness taken up was the passage in con- 
currence of various petitions. 

At 7.46 o’clock a hearlofit was opened 
on the taking of land for sewer purposes 
in the Barnes estate off Hunnewell 
avenue. 

A communication was presented from 
Sarah E. Barnes, objecting strongly to 
the taking of the land because of perma- 
nent and irreparablo loss in land values. 
She not only would lose the 10,400 feet 
wanted, but a back piece of land of 806 
feet would be left almost worthless. 
The actual loss hero would bo $462 if the 
land were reckoned at 25 cents per foot 
and that did not include the deprecia- 
tion in land adjoining. The remonstrant 
desired to meet the committee in con- 
ference. The remonstrance was referred 
to the committee and the bearing 
closed. 

A hearing on the taking of land for 
sewer in Hunnewell terrace was closed 
without remonstrance. 

Reports and orders from the aldermen 
were passed iu concurrence until the 
OMler appropriating $125 for a fire alarm 
signal box on Bellevue street near Sum- 
mit was reached. 

Councilmau Degen requested some ex- 
planation as he believed it was last year 
decided to pay only $76 for boxes. 

Councilman Wing said the extra $50 
was to pay for the wiring and connec- 
tions. 

The order was then put to a yea and 
nay vote and passed, Councilmen Tol- 
man of Ward Seven and Degen of Ward 
Six voting against it. 

The report of the board of health for 
1803 was received. 

Councilman Parker presented the peti- 
tions of Judge R. R. Bishop, et. al., for a 
fire alarm signal box on Beacon street, 
near Grant avenue, also for a street light 
in the same vicinity. Referred. 

A petition from J. Richard Carter and 
about twenty others for a plank sidewalk 
on Mt. Vernon street 276 feet long to 
cover the only poor portion of the side- 
walk between West Newton and Newton- 
ville, was taken under advisement by a 
reference to the highway committee. 

Henry B. Day, et. al., petitioned for a 
new street 40 feet wide to be laid out 
from Prince street. Referred. 

Margaret Wade, et. al., petitioned for 
a fire alarm signal box, corner of Ded- 
ham and Parker streets. Referred. 

John H. Williams and thirty others 
petitioned for a concrete sidewalk near 
the truck house, Newton Highlands, 
eferred. 

Wm. C. Wiswall, et. al., petitioned for 
the laying out of a street 50 feet wide 
from Brookline to Dedham streets in the 
Oak Hill district 

Councilman Dickens in explanation 
said it was not a new street as it had 
once been laid out and only needed to be 
widened ana completed. It would make 
a difference of 3-4 of a mile iu going to 
Dedliiim or West Roxbu y. 

The petition was referred. 

Councilman Weed made thismotiim: 
“That our clerk be requested to obtain 
from the city solicitor his opini^iuun the 
following question. Is it ^lawful fur a 
member of the city councillit Newton or 
for any city officer, elected by the people 
or by the city council, or appointed by 
the mayor nod aldermen, to furoish 
labor, material, supplies, or work to the 
city, the same beiiisr furnished in the 
ordinary course of business or iiv cou- 
tracN (See Chap. 2038 Sec. 12. Public 
Statues, and Chap. 117 of tiie Public 
Statutes for 188(5, and patagrapb 3 of 
Sect, 6 of Ibe City Charter.) 

A SPICY DISCUSSION. 

Councilmau Parker of Ward Six at 
this time brought up a subject which 
has stirred the community ut Newton 
Centre to its depths, and the .Tftei re- 
marks showed conclusively tbatotbeis 
outside that ward have become deeply 
iurerested iuthemat.er, uot because it 
affected them directly, but because the 
alleged negligence iu one place might at 
any time be visited upon them if allowed 
to go uurebuked. 

The speaker presumed that most of 
those present had seen the aoouunts in 
the daily papers and Gkapuic regarding 
the scailet fever oases at Newton Centre, 
and coutioutug said they gave to out- 
siders a serious refieotiun ou the board 
of health of this city. 

The cases of scarlet fever weie of a 
particularly maliuuant type and the three 
children who died were uoue of them ill 
over thirty-six hours. After the deaths 
occurred and the Rice school bad been 
fumigated it was found that a girl who 
had been exposed haJ been in constant 
attendance at the Mason school. The 
local physicians communicated with the 
board of health and the chairman said 
there was no cause for alaim and fumi- 
gation was nut needed. Several of the 
citizens came forward, so greai was their 
anxiety iu the matter, and offered to 
fumigate the school house ut private ex- 
neuse if that stood iu the way of the 
board. But the next Thursday the board 
iuuiigated the school house and u- 
opened it the following nioruiug for the 
last day iu the week, Fiiday. While 
waiting for the health authorities to act, 
(50 per cent of the children were taken 
from school and iu one rjoin there wua 
an attendance of only nine pupils, lie 
understood that the reason fur iucieas- 
iug the appriipriaiious forthi hiarduf 
health reLeiitly, to three times their 
foniiur amount, was to secure greater 
efficiency. I bis matter had uot demon- 
strated it and he hoped there was some 
uuibority by which they could be 
censured with some effect. No iiareut 
ciring anything lor the health of thedr 
children would allow them to go to 
scho tl under similar conditions and the 
citizens felt they had been tieatud very 
unlairly. lie hoped some way wuuhl he 
(levised by which a lepetitioii ut this 
nature could not occur. 

Councilman (jreun of Waid I'wu had 
his attention culled to the matter and 
had investigated it thoroughly. The 
scarlet fever t-pidemiu uiiginated in one 
familv. a diseased buy from 'here being 
oue of the pupils of the Ki.:e s h lol. 
ills was a very mild case but the others 
were very violent. At this time a sister 
of the boy ‘ was ill regular attendance at 
the Mason school. Now the statutes 
enacted for the btate board of health re- 
quires the local board to keep a record 
ol every contagious disease, with the 


name of the dlaeas**, its locality, name of 
person ill and the one reporting it; to 
give immediate notice to the school com- 
mittee. If the school oominitteo had 
been notified to some luirpoae he iiolieved 
it their duty to have taken prompt ac ion 
in the matter to guatd against con- 
tagion and to allay the feats of the 
parents. 

The regulations of the Newton health 
board In rt ference to contagious diseases, 
provide that every case that admits of 
removal be t«ken to the hospital for 
treatment, otherwise the premises shall 
be quarantined. 

When the Rice school was re-opened 
after being fumigated, the same child, 
with the akin peeling from the d sease, 
was sent, to school and afterwards sent 
home. The regulations also require that 
any pupil coming from a household in 
which the disease has appeared must pre- 
sent a aigned oertifioate from the board 
of health. 

The Mason school, continued the ooun- 
oilmen, has the largrst attendance with 
the exception of the High school, in the 
city, and the anxiety of the community 
was such over this matter that the at- 
tendance dropped down to forty per 
cent Notice was first given the board 
of health Monday morning by a local 
physician. He went to the school and 
found that a flannel skirt, upon which 
this child had been working, was, with 
other articles about to be dUtiibuted to 
the sewing cliss. The fact that flannel 
is the best material for carrying con- 
tagion led him to protest against con- 
tinuing the lesson, and then at the solici- 
tation of parents their ohildreu were re- 
quested to retire from tbe room. Two 
other physicians afterwards did the 
same. He telephoned to the hospital 
and to his home for Dr Curtis before 
removing the children, failing to find 
him at either place butleiving word to 
bo called immediately on his airival. At 
noon be telephoned again and found the 
chairman at tbe hospital. After giving 
tbe facts and requiring that some action 
be taken at once, be was informed that 
no action was necessary in tbe opinion 
of tbe chairman, other than to destroy 
tbe tlAonel skirt. 

This was hardly the way to annihilate 
the disease. 

It was afterwards learned from the 
chairman of the health board that the 
superintendent of the schools did not 
think any further action necessary. 

A copy of tbe school regulations was 

K rodneed which said, any pupil who bad 
een exposed to a contagious disease 
should be taken from tbe school and 
none should return without a certificate 
furnished by the board of health. 

There wis no question in the mind of 
the speaker that Superintendent Aldrich 
was fully conversant with the facts of tue 
case and supposedly so with the rules of 
Tbe school board in such matters, and 
he wished to submit to the couucil if 
that was the proper person to have in 
care of tbe children of the citizens of 
Newton. The State statutes, the regula- 
tions of tbe board of health and of the 
school board, had been violated and his 
judgment bad been placed superior 
to them. 

This was not the only violation that 
had come to bis notice and it bad been 
hoped that with this board of health 
Newton would have tbe best of service. 
Tbe former agent of tbe board was a 
man of large experience in these matters 
and be was oue for whom it would be 
hard to find a superior, but the city 
council were told when the old board 
was disbanded that more efficiency was 
needed and could be secured. The only 
fault of the former agent was his inabil- 
ity to make enough friends. Tbe coun- 
cil were told that a competent man oou!d 
not be found to fill the position for tbe 
salary paid. It was urged before tbe 
board that a man of experience was 
needed, etc., and on that representation 
tbe city couucil voted to iucrease tbe 
salary of agent from $1200 to $1800. 

He did not wish to appear as criticis- 
ing tbe present agent, but h^ believed 
the city had made a serinns mistake in 
making this and other additional appro- 
priations in this department, as illus- 
trated t >dav. Tbe selection for agent 
was a wise one, leaving out the experi- 
ence, but tbb understaudine and repre- 
sentation was, that an “experienced” 
man was necessary. He believed it 
better to follow the policy of selectinsr a 
man and increasing tbe salary if be was 
worth it afterwar 1. It was unjust to the 
council and to the citizens of Newton. 

There were two things that should be 
done, returning to bis main subject. 
Either more siriugout rules shouli be 
enacted or those provided by tbe Com- 
monwealth should be enforced to the 
letter. 

Counoilmau Hriston of Ward Ooe 
aishtd t » hear a statement from the 
agent of the health board, 

Azeot Urimblecom said whether the 
board acted wisely in tbeir selection of 
an agent w.'ts for them to say. Regard- 
ing tbe scarlet fever epidemic he went to 
Newton Centre early Tuesday morning 
on the request of Dr. May, who said be 
bad lost a case, but knew nothing of tbe 
origin of tbe disease. This child was taken 
ill at four o’clock tbe previous day, and 
died at eight o’clock that moruing. The 
house was placarded and the cusiomaiy 
precautions taken. A day or so later Dr. 
Fessenden telephoned the sudden death 
of his daushter from scat let fever. Both 
these childreu were iu the same room at 
the Rice school. Dr. Cuitls immediately 
closed the school, fumigated it Friday, 
washed it Saturday, aud Monday it was 
reopened. 

Dr. Fesseuden soou after telephoned 
Dr. (Jurtis of tbe board that the cause of 
the disease had been discovered. The 
latter weut to Newtou Centre and quar- 
antined a child of Mr. Woodman’s at 
Mr. Frost’s house on Cyprosr stieet, so 
Mr. Woodmau could continue his busi- 
uess as newsdealer. The store aud tene- 
ment above were fumigated aud the Rioa 
schoolhuuse again fumigitid. A day or 
so later the child was found to be buck 
at Ml. Woudmau’s and was then quarau- 
Ciued on tire third 11 ror and the premises 
again fumigated. Later iu the week Dr. 
Luring telephoned that a sister of the 
Woodman chdd had beeu attending the 
Miaou school. This was before, nut 
after quarautiue was establisbed. He 
also went to Miss Harty and told her to 
close tbe school. The superiuteudent of 
schools was informed that the sohuul had 
beeu closed by the local physician, and 
with Mr. E. ti. Mason of the school 
board coincided iu the opiniuu of the 
uhairmaii of the health board that there 
was no need of funiigatiou or closing the 
school. Lveu with dauger the closing of 
the school was uuwarrauted. The board 
thertfore voted to support Dr. Curtis, 
but deoidi d if iustruotious were received 
from the school committee to that effuut 
to proceed with the fumigation. The 
board cuuHldered that they hud no au- 
thority under the ciicumstauces, fur clos- 
ing the school. 

Couucdmau Greene asked how the fact 
of the tliuuel skirt being exposed to the 
disease, and being in ouniaot with other 
work distributed to the ehildreo, could 
be recuuciltid to such a decisiou. 

Agent Brtmbleouiu hud heard uothing 
about tbe skirt. 

Councilman Green said the fact that 


the tlinnel had been exposed was no 
small matter, and whether the piece i f 
flannel was aestrnyed or not its contact 
wi h other things in the basket, and pass- 
ing through the hands of different chil- 
dren wissiifflciont to extend the epidem- 
ic. Ho also called attention to the 
opening of the school the next day after 
fumigation, when the fumes from tbe 
sulphur was so strong as to cause several 
children to be sick. It was the last 
school day of the week, and the few 
hours study whioh would have been loit 
if tbe school h id remained closed to that 
forty per cent, of tbe pupils then in at- 
tendance, would have been no matter of 
oonaequenoe and would have prevented 
several severe oases of illness, from 
whioh some bad not yet recovered. He 
understood the school was opened that 
diy by order of the superintendent of 
schools. 

Councilman Degen said this was a very 
serious matter and that tbe new hoard of 
health fell far short of what could rea- 
sonably be expeo ed of it. Tbeir power 
was supreme in the matter but he wished 
to put on reoonl tbe feeling of the coun- 
cil in the matter by offering resolutions. 
He moved a recess to prepare the same, 
which was taken. 

Tbe discussion during recess was just 
as interesting as while in session. It 
seems the final action of the board of 
health in fumigating the school house 
was brought about by tbe intervention 
of the mayor and a prominent member 
of the sohoul board. The question was 
declared by one, to be simply on the 
comparative judgments of Dr. Onrtis of 
the health board, or of the physicians at 
Newton Centre in the matter. Again 
the statement was made that even if no 
real danger existed as claimed by tbe 
board of health it was their duty as a 
public servant to allay, in so far as they 
were able, the feeling of alarm among 
parents in that community, by courte- 
ously acquiescing iu a request so general- 
ly urged. 

Upon reassembling Councilman Degen 
submitted these resolutions: 

“Whereas iu the opinion of the common 
council the action of the board of health 
in regard to the late outbreak of the 
scarlet fever in the schools at Newton 
Centre, has not been such as to inspire 
confideuce in their judgment, it is there- 
fore 

RESOLVED, 

that we protest against their negligence 
in not promptly acting on the informa- 
tion communicated to them by the local 
physicians. 

Resolved, that this couuoil condemn 
the indifference of the superintendent of 
schools in not promptly ordering tbe 
closing of the Mason school, when the 
facts had been presented to oim by the 
board of health.” 

Councilman Briston wanted a yea and 
nay vote as he was undecided in tbe 
matter. His motion was granted. 

Counoilman Savage wanted to know 
just where to lay the blame before put- 
ting the resolutions to vote. He wished 
to fix upon tbe right man before any 
censure was made. 

Counoilman Degen believed this was 
no time to single out one individual for 
censure. The chairman is tbe repre- 
sentative of the board of health in all 
snob matters, and the superintendent, of 
the schools. The matter is a very seri- 
ous one, and the citizens and parents of 
Newton Centre feel justly indignant over 
tbe carelessness displayed in guarding 
the health of their children. 

Pres'dent Knapp resigned tbe gavel to 
Councilman Briston and took ^e floor. 
He believed in going slow and mcived to 
table the resolutions for furtbV)r con- 
sideration, which was done. 

Tbe council then adjourned. 


Street Car Extensions In Watertown. 

As soon as tbe frost leaves tbe earth, 
the Newtunville & Watertown Street 
Railway Company will continue tbe ex- 
tension of its tracks on North beacon 
street as far as tbe Boston line. The 
West End Street Railway Company has 
secured a franchise from the four 
corners at Allston, through North Beacon 
street to the Watertown line, and it is 
expected that the line will be in opera- 
tion tbe coming summer, when conueo- 
tions will be made from the Watertowu 
line. Cars will be run from tbe Boston 
line, at the Watertown arsenal, through 
Watertowu and Nonantum to Newton- 
ville, where connections will be made 
and transfers given to the Newton aud 
Boston Hue, which runs to the south side 
of Newton. The tracks of the Waltham- 
Watertown lino, whioh now has a 
terminus at Cross street, Watertown, are 
to be extended to Watertown square and 
connected with the Newtonville line, 
aud the Waltham cars will also be run as 
far as tbe Boston line.

tainment Riven by “ The Plsyers,” a lib- 
eral subscription by Mr. E. W. Converse, 
Jr., and the furnlshlnR of two rooms by 
Mrs. Haskell, and Mrs. Pratt. 

Mr. Converse was an old and valued 
friend. We were both born In Vermont, 
the old Green Mountain State. He came 
to Boston early In life, and I afterwards 
met him, and then our acquaintance bo- 
Ran, and our friendship has always con- 
tinued. Our conneotion and interest in 
this work has been in every way most 
pleasant and satisfactory, and his death, 
so suviden and uu* xpected, and cominR, 
too, so near the completion of our work, 
has been a Rreat sorrow ai d Rrlef to me, 
and we all miss his Renial presence, when 
wo had expected him here, to see the 
completion and take his part in the dedi- 
cation and transfer of the buildiiiR. 

I haye been much Rratifled that the 
eldest son of my assooiato, bearing his 
father’s full name, has come forward so 
promptly, to take hia f<«ther’s place in 
carrying out the work so neaily accom- 
plished. Indeed, the whole family have 
taken an active interest in the completion 
of this home, and in the hospital work, 
and will soon be ready to take the places 
of the older generation. 

Mr. President, it now become my duty 
and pleasure, to transfer this building, 
through your hands, to the Newton Hos- 
pital Corporation, as a Home and Traln- 
ng School for Nurses. 

In this, Mr. Converse, the son and legal 
representative of my late associate, joins 
me, and we hereby deliver into your 
bands, the keys of the building, which 
shall be a full conveyance to the corpora- 
tion which you represent. 

PRESIDENT I.EESON’S I13PI.Y. 

Mr. Lucius G. Pratt:— Since the be- 

S inning of the thought which has pro- 
uced an effect so lasting and beautiful 
as this home, the presidout has been cog- 
nizant of its existence in your mind, and 
has watched its fulfilment with the deep- 
est interest and pleasure. You have from 
the outset discussed so frankly and fully 
with the piesident this great boon to 
our nurses, that be has been permitted 
to enjoy with you the anticipation as 
well as this splendid realization of your 
benevolent purpose, Hu has been a con- 
stant witness of the keen delight which 
you have experienced in the develop 
ment of this idea, and has been privileged 
to share with yourself and your coadjut- 
or, the consideration of many points of 
interest to us all in connection with this 
most charming residence. He also has 
heard what has not been vouchsafed to 
yoursel', — that is, the constant flow of 
thankful acknowledgment from those 
who will Immediately benefit by this 
graceful conception, and has listened 
frequently from their lips to words filled 
with such warmth of gratitude and ap- 
preciation as will ever be to him one of 
the pleasant incidents of this interesting 
labor. 

We are all agreed upon the wisdom ex- 
ercised in the selection of this elevated 
spot as the site for the home. Its dis- 
tance from the hospital itself, makes this 
house the more valued by those who will 
paf^s the restful portion of their lives 
while with us, within these precincts, 
and who will thus be enabled to procure 
that respite from the strain which comes 
from constant sight and sound of sufTer- 
ing. This can but increase the efficiency 
of our nurses’ work as will as the capac- 
ity to ei joy its high responsUxilities. In 
whatever direction the eye turns trom 
this elevation, the charm of hazy dis- 
tance greets the vision, and the varied 
landscape fills the longing for repose al 
ways grateful and necessary to the weary 
toiler iu hospital wards. What an in- 
cense of strengthened hopes will spring 
from those who thus realize the bless 
ing of this benefaction I Surely it will 
encircle the life of the one and the mem- 
ory of the other donor. 

This joyful day is tinged with that 
measure of sadness which comes from 
our yearning for the presence of that 
other donor whose name is forever 
linked with your own, to bo held in 
fondest remembrance by uncounted re 
cipientM of the wise bounty whose per- 
fect fruit is this commodious home. Our 
absent friend has found, 

‘•That golden key 
That opes the palace of eternity.” 

To those toiliug votaries of the faithful 
Guild whose lite-work is a perpetual 
ministry toothers, these visible emblems 
of possession will always unlock the por- 
tals of this haven of rest ; in this home 
nor class nor school of division will be 
known; here shall be kept “the key of 
all the creeds” ; and thought, devotion^ 
duty, the pass-words of admission to 
this secure retreat. 

Iu behalf of the Newton Hospi al Cor- 
poiation I am privileged to receive these 
keys, never to be turned against the de- 
voted members of the gentle craft which 
ever dispenses the healing balm to the 
weaiy and t.tllicled.

of Newton Centre, then gave an address 
on ‘‘The Present and the Future of the 
Vocation of the Nurse.” 

While we meet today with emotions 
of pride and pleasure, to celebrate the 
opening of the ‘‘Home,” the event takes 
on a certain sadness. We. as Newton- 
ians, rejoice in this well equipped and 
beautifully designed structure, and we 
must express our sense of pride iu the 
generosity of its large-hearted donors. 
Still, there is a peculiar sadness com- 
mingled with cur pleasure. Although 
we have with us the urbane presence of 
one whose kindly beuefioence we shall 
long remember; another, who has geu- 
erously shared with him the respon- 
sibilities aud obligations of this gift, is 
not here to receive our gratitude and 
affeotiouate appreoiatioo. 

Evidently, behind this munifloence, 
was a prof< uud belief aud intention; a 
belief in the importance and sacredness 
of the work of the trained nurse aud a 
desire to aid in surrounding her period 
of hospital tutelage with many ot the 
comforts of home life. We see the 
wisdom of the motive and recognize the 
careful generosity with which it has 
been oousumated. 

This building, then, which we now 
joyfully, aud yet, so sadly, dedicate to 
its noble purposes suggests our suliject: 

“The trained nurse is the product of 
the hospital aud it is impossible to 
understand the one without studying the 
other.” 

Dr. Loriug then gave in brief the his- 
tory of hospitals, as noted in ancient 
writings, which proved that they were 
known in ancient Egypt and India, 
several centuries before Christ. In the 
early days of Christianity oaring for the 
sick because a religions duty, and since 
that day caring fur the sick aud the hos- 
pital has grown by a slow procesa of 
evolution. The work of Floiouco Night- 
ingale iu the Crimean war gave a great 
impetus to the development of soieutitlo 
nursing, aud “nurses aud hospitals he- 
ir came objects of a new interest.” 

The sneaker then alluded to the work 
womeu have acuumplished iu the world, 
aud the glorious possibilities utTereu 


to the young women of intelligence, high 
Idenls and vigoiona body, in the profes- 
elon of akllleil nursing. “The trained 
nurse becomes a member of a Sisterhood 
ofChailty, such as the world has never 
known before.” The go -d nurse must 
have aptitude for the calling, moral and 
physical courage, common sense, con- 
sefentiousness and to her duty and a high 
ideal of the saoredoesB of her calling, 
besides that which “we vaguely cell 
magnetism in the individual, whclh Is 
but strongly vital zed personalitv.” 

He then eketebed the training received 
by the nurse in the hospital wards, and 
her education both by practice and by 
theory, and the iustruution is foil* wed 
by friquent and searching examinations 
by tile matron and by the facility. 

Ho thought it would be an excellent 
thing for all young women to take a 
course Id nursing to prepare them for 
the duties of motherhood, for which a 
careful preparatiou was needed, as (or 
any other career. “Tbe Madonna spirit 
is divine, but it needs a certain amount 
of previous tiaiolug to be effective.” 
Tne speaker closed as follows: 

“As we approach the end of this dis- 
cussion, let mo say that we (pby8ician^) 
feel that the trained nurse is not fully 
understood and appreciated, even now. 
Tbe public does not fully realize that the 
training school is a technical school, an 
educational instituriou. The public has 
yet to learn that the work of the trained 
nurse Is, in a degree, solentlfir, aud, 
while her vocation is a business, it is 
also a mission. Not often, we aieglad 
to nay, but sometimes, she is regarded 
as a sort of upper servant, with a certain 
amount of training for rather a disagree- 
able and lowly occupation. But wo, 
(phyaicians) know our nurse. We ap- 
preciate the nobility, the sweetness, the 
trengtb and heroism of her service. 
Daily, we see her self-sacrifljing devo 
tion. We know the value of her work. 
She Is becoming something more than 
nurse if that were possible. She is our 
Coadjutress, our sister, iu a noble wotk. 
And, while sickness, sorrow and death 
shall last, the physician an 1 tbe nurse, a 
consecrated duality, will labor, side by 
side, until tbe end. 

As wo leave the subject, let me give a 
word picture which symbolizes the 
whole life work of tbe trained nurse. It 
remains in my memory with all the vivid- 
ness of reality. 

A contagious ward of the Newton 
hospital ac night. The white beds, ar 
ranged with precision along the sides of 
the room, in the dim flickering light, 
seem like spectral • uggestions of disease. 
The quietness is oppressive and we hear 
tbe sighiug and, anon, the moaning of 
the wind, as it boars the fehthery snow 
flakes against the window. On a bed 
near the door lies a nurse, whom we 
remember as a sweet-faced English girl, 
dying ns it proved, of diphtheria, con- 
tracted in the course of duty. By her 
side, stand two figures, robed in white; 
two sister nurses. 

We 8: e the labored breathing, tbe dis- 
loitions of disease, and we recuguize its 
dread character and contagiousnrss. So 
do our two nurses; but, surrounding, 
sustaining, whispering words of cheer, 
ministering to tbe needs of tbe sufferer, 
they will watch through the slowly pass- 
ing hours of the night, utterly forgetful 
of self. No motive, but love and duty, 
prompts their action. We, who look on,, 
see a strong element of heroism and 
somehow, for the time, Cbristiaaity 
seems to be realized. 

But now tbe somberness of the picture 
has disappeared and a radiance fills this 
chamber of suffering. And, as we turn 
and go out. into life again, the sweet re 
fraiu of tbe poet comes to us with 
deeper significance. 

“Aud '.he voice that vaa calmer than silence raid, 
Lo, It it 1, be uot afreid; 

In many olimee without avail 
Tbuu bust spent (by llie for the Holy Qrail. 
Hebolii, it is here, this cup « bleb thou 
Didst nil at tbe streamlet for me but now: 

Tula crust is my body brukeu for tbee; 

This water His olood, that died on the tree; 

Tbe Holy Supper is keut, indeed. 

In wbatso we share with another's need. 

Not what we kIvp, bat what we share. 

For tbe gift, idtbout ihe giver, is bare; 

Who gives himself with bU alms, feeds three, 
Himself, his hungering neighbor and me.”

THE MOIIAI. INFLUENCE OF THE HOSPITAL 
IN A COMMUNITY. 

In the book of Revelations, the seer of 
Patnios pictiues fur us in noble imagery 
tbe spiritual battle of Armageddon — the 
great decisive conflict between tbe 
legions of daikuess and the legions of 
light. 

It may symbolize, perhaps, the culmina- 
tion of that agt -I ng stiuggie between 
good and evil, which began in the human 
heart on that day, when man first stood 
upon his teet and felt for the first time 
the impulse to be something more than 
an animal. Since tbe first morning of 
human life tbe war between selfishness 
aud love bar been waged. 

With God overhead, there could be but 
one outcome to such a struggle. Slowly 
and steadily love has vanquished cruelty 
aud greed and won an even larger domain 
within tbe soul. 

Aud with every victory she has become 
more prodigal of her blessings and has 
learea tbe tokens of her presence all 
along tbe track of history. 

Among these monuments of victorious 
love none are more couspiciieus than 
those institutions that have been found- 
ed for the healing of the sick aud the 
alleviation of human pain. 

War has built the fortress, commerce 
the factory, learuing the college, religion 
tbe cathedral, but it has been left for 
philanthropy to build the hospital. 

The idea of tbe hospital was born in 
no particular epoch, and under no 
special civilization or religion. 

It came into being naturally whenever 
and wherever the strong pitied the weak, 
and tbe favored classes sympathized with 


the sick and helpless poor. 
Centuries befo 


before the Christian era, 
practiced Ibis noble charity. 
Athens had, it is said, her hospital on 
tbe Piraeus, and in tar India, Buddhism 
had built its tender spirit into unnum- 
bered homes for striokeu man and heist. 

And yet it is not too much to say that 
when Christianity came, with the parable 
of tbe Good Samaritan upon its lips, it 
seemed like a new Gospel to the startled 
world. 

Rome, the mistress of civilization, was 
given over to dainty selfishness or mili- 
tary brutality. 

But wheu Jesus spoke bis great word 
uud Paul, with nervous energy, repeated 
it befoiB Diana’s temple and uu Mar’s 
Hill, the rigid lines of class indifference 
began gradually to soften and tbe dead 
soul of Paguuistii to beat with impulses 
of charity aud love. 

The problems of puveity and crime 
and disease came lloatiug into human 
thought oil this uew tide of teuderness 
and good-will. 

The uoble word of biotlierhoud was 
taken out of the arid regions of philoso- 
phy and set up iu the practical ethics of 
llie street, aiui that sympathy fur huiiiuii 
pain and misery, wliioh was the oou- 
sumiug passion of Jesus, begau to melt 
the frezen spirit of tbe classic world, and 
put a new value uu human happiness 
d ■ 


temper of the time sought to embody 
itself in some praotioal form, until at 
last the hospital idea was bom again in- 
to history as the child of Chilstiaii love. 

It was fostered and cared for in the 
boKom of the ancient Ca* hollo church. 

Through the splendid organizitlon of 
mnnasiioism it wis carried into every 
part of the Christian world. 

After the Reformation tbe hoii itol 
out-giew the munasiio orders and began 
to aak for recognition from the civil 
power. The state re-iponded. and lesrn- 
ing ita lesHon from the church began to 
provide for the health and comfort uf its 
nflrm and belp'ess classes. 

In every monastery there was the in- 
firmary, Hcoond only In importance to 
the chapel with its altar and crucifix. 
Here could come the sick and wounded 
uf any race or religion and receive the 
tenderost nursing and the most skilful 
treatment that the medical knowledge of 
tbe time c< uid iuroish. 

These were tbe oises of peace aud 
health amid those dreary centuries of 
pestilence and war. 

In tbe course of time there Hiwned lie 
18tb century, so full of new o nceptions 
of the world, of man aud of God. 

Every department of tbou,(ht felt tiie 
premonitions of tbe great revelations to 
come. Everywhere there came in a deep- 
er sense of the value of the individual, 
and a keener regard for tbe neglected 
remnants of society. 

Then there hdlowed that grent move 
ment of hospital building, which for 
munificence and noble earoestness has 
never been surpassed. 

That movement has never ceased. 

All over Eogland and on the Continent 
church and state vied with each other in 
raising up dispensaries and asyltims for 
the masses of people whom poverty de 
barred from the highest medical skill. 

Through all tbe years since then prac- 
tical philanthropy has kept pace with 
the broadening of the mind and greaten- 
ing of tbe beai t. 

This movement has gone on until to- 
day iu every great city, over against the 
liaisb gong of tbe p.itrol wagon you may 
hear the merciful music of the ambulance 
bell, and in every large town in contrast 
to tbe jail, where tbe law dispenses its 
stern penalties you will find the hospital, 
where skilful mercy binds the wounds, 
luiets the ft vered pulse and brings the 
lush of health into pale and sickly faces. 

This is the Btoiy of the hospital idea, 
and there is no fairer page in all history 
than that all which tells how through 
tweuty ceutuiies. little by little the 
strong have learne l to help the weak 
and love has built itself into batdtations 
of health and cheer for the victims of 
sickness and pain. 

Aud now with this brief historic 
sketch as a back-ground,! want to deline- 
ate some of the moral influences wuich 
a hospital sheds upon tbe community in 
which it is placed. 

Let me take our own hospit.'il as a 
type. Here is this institution, built by 
the generosity of the people and sup- 
ported by 'coDtiibutions ftom the 
cbuiches and from various private aud 
public sources. 

It ii conducted on the most approved 
sanitary principles and is under tbe man- 
agement of skilful physicians and trained 
and devoted < fficers. 

Its doors stand open to all our people 
without distinction of race or worldly 
fortune. Now what are the moral values 
which it cieatrs in our public lif* ? 

Ill the first place, it is carryii g the 
lessons of order and cleanlinces into 
abodes where heedless poverty prevails 
and sanitation is unknown. 

Underneath tbe washed and thrifty 
levels of society there is a substratum of 
squalor and improvidence. 

Here are the breeding places of disease 
and immorality. Here live people who 
are unfamiliar with the staudards of 
wholesome living, who are ignorant of 
tbe simplest laws of health, and whose 
low ideals foster a fatal contentment 
with their evil surroundings. 

Now it is safe to say, I think, that a 
considerable number of the patients who 
pass through our hospital belong to this 
class. 

During their detention here they are 
taught obedieuoe to the rules of personal 
cleanliness; their ears hear only gentle 
voices; their eyes see only kind faces and 
tbe comforts of pure and orderly living. 

Such an experience, however brief, is 
worth infinitely more than all the stac- 
cato insM uctioDS of the health officers. 

Now ideals are implanted, a whole- 
some discontent is aroused, aud taking 
these lessoDS of tbe hospital life back to 
their homes, quite unconsciously to 
themselves perhaps, they begin to prac- 
tice them in their domestic relations. 

Thus something of tbe tonic spiiit of 
the hospital is working its way back all 
the time into these ignorant and degrad- 
ed quarters of society. 

Stricting speaking, these ioHuences are 
only physied and external, but we all 
know that clean, orderly habits uf life 
furnish the most congenial atmosphere 
for the graces of morality. 

Cleanliness is not only next to godli- 
ness, but tbe one often grows out of tbe 
other. 

It is too late to quarrel with tbe old 
saints who made fuuluess a virtue, but it 
is not too late to recognize that among 
tbe chief agencies of regeneration are 
soap and water. 

All our raoderu experiments in social 
ethics are teaching us that to reform tbe 
lower levels of society wo must work on 
the outside as well as on the inside, we 
must furnish the cheerful environment 
and awake in them a love of outward 
deceucy, as well as lecture them upou 
tbe beauty of holiness. 

And 1 believe the hospital is doing just 
this kiud of work. 

In ways that we caunot see, and in a 
measure that we cauuot estimate, it is 
sowing in these obscure places t'<e seeds 
of a sanitary reform, which will blossom 
at last into self-respect, good habits aud 
a mural earnestness of living. 

Then again, 'be hospital that is sup- 
ported largely by the various churches 
of a community, acts as a peacemaker 
amoug discordant theologies. 

It unites the various Christian sects iu 
one specific, ooaimuu cause. 

Wheu the tire bell rings all' men run to 
put out the tlaiiies. 

They do not pause to ask one another's 
creed. 

They are all brethren meeting to save a 
brother’s property. Tiioy are oo-operutlng 
for helpfulness. 

Here is a hospital organized for (iglitiug 


I'he deepest friendships are founded on 
the heart. The true way to harmonize 
oiir ehtlrche- is under the Inspiration of 

me common emotion. 

We dll iMit want any other kind of bar 
niony. 

Wn ft,, not want to surrender our creeds. 

We do not want the dead levid i f In- 
tell* elual a..reeuii nt. 

But what wo do want Is a truce to all 
sectional feeling in the pre-*ence of human 
need and ^tiffering. 

There i-i no denominatl -nal way of feed- 
ing the hungry. There is no church way 
of setting a broken llrub or reducing a 
fever. There is only one way to love 
your neighbor and that is to lov • him as 
you love ynur>elf. 

What we want then, is not the moral 
force of the coiumunity lost by being -pllt 
on theologi !al lines, Imt the power of 
sects ina-ispil together in those moral 
cause*, where theologies have no right to 
be. This is about as near Pi the uiilfeni- 
iini as we can hope to get for soinetiuie to 
come. 

And I believe that this hospital of ours 
is helping to realize for us that iiilllennial 
dawn by covering our denominational 
differences with the mantle of a common 
charity, and by teaching our churches to 
be friends for liunianity's sake. 

Again, this hospital standing in our 
midst is a symbol of man’s love for msii. 
It I-* a seniinn in wood. It is a nioveinent, 
silently preaching to the eye the gospel of 
human helpfulness. 

8yniboN are embodied idea.s, ideas visi- 
ble, ideas tangible. Their power no man 
can measure. They have led armies, they 
have inspired great moral movements, 
they have shaped a nation’s destiny, they 
have changiHl the currents of history. 

Co to Boston Common and you will .see 
the image of a soldier standing upon a 
lofty column. 

What does it? It is not a great work of 
art, but it sytiibiilizes one of the grandest 
struggles for hutiiHn freedom in history. 

It tel'.s with mute emphasis the story of the 
slave, of a divided country, of the call to 
arms, of fierce battles In a southern clime, 
of a mi lion nameless graves, of victory at 
last, of one Hag north and south and 
slavery gone for ever. 


And every school boy passing that silent 
statue iineonsciously learns the lessons of 
liberty and patriotism. 

And .‘10 with equal power, I believe, this 
hospital is quietly monldlng tbe characters 
of us and our children. It stands among 
ns ns a symbol of pliilanthropy. It stands 
for pulilfc generosity, forpenonal sacrifice, 
for sympathy with suffering, for the un- 
stinted service of busy phy.->lcians who give 
tlieniselves to its work witliout a thought 
of pecuniary reward. 

It represents to all who come and go the 
spirit of these modern times, when human 
love and clear-eyed science meet to bani->h 
pain and iiinke life a sweeter, fairer thing 
for the children of the earth. 

And I tliipk it is no exaggeration to .‘^ay 
that simply the silent presence of an in- 
stitution like this appeals to the imagina- 
tion of each new generation and forces in 
upon its mind the noblest ideals of human 
service. 

One other moral le.sson this hospital is 
teaching throughout the community. 

It is forever pressing upon our hearts 
the duty of unselfishness in giving. 

It is educating us in generosity, by Its 
earnest and continuous appeals for help. 

It is not fewer calls of charity, hut more, 
that open our hands and enlarge our 
hearts. 

Is it not true that the fact of human need 
has created the virtue of sympathy and un- 
folded tbe moral beauty of the generous 
spirit? 

In answering the prayers of another’s 
want we win the graces of a liigher life. 

The cry of the weak ones of the world is 
forever exercising and strengthening the 
nobilities of the strong. 

And so the inditution that is dependent 
upon the gifts of the people. In turn culti- 
vates in its benefattors the spirit of charity 
and benevolence. 

It is sometimes urged that the hospital 
ought to he supported out of the public 
funds. 

I concede the advantages of that method 
in the case of large insrituttons in a great 
city, but I should be sorry to see it adopted 
in coniimiuitle.s like our own. 

The moral tie between the hospital and 
the hearts of the people would be .severed. 
The moral influence of the Institutiou 
upon the sympathies of the citizens would 
be destroyed. For public funds are the 
fruits of taxation and we all know that 
men do not pay their taxes in the generous 
and philanthropic spirit. There are no 
sentimental associations connected with 
the assessor’s office. 

If the hospital were in the hands of tbe 
city, no man, as he folded up his tax re- 
ceipt, would even stop to consider that a 
part of his money had gone to help the 
cause of sickness and distress. 

The reflex ii>flueuce of voluntary giving 
and the .sentimental power of personal 
responsibility would not come with their 
blessings ; and that is a loss that none of us 
can afford to undergo. 

Here then is this hospital which we have 
created, and which we have pledged our- 
selves to maintain. It is doing an ever 
wider and nobler work. We believe in it. 
It is dependent upon our bounty. It is ap- 
pealing to us every day for help and sup- 
port. It is the child leaning on the parent. 
Aud what 1 urge is that through this tie of 
dependence, by these frequent appeals to 
our benevolence, it is educati ng the com- 
munity in ways of sympathy, stimulating 
the spirit of unselflNhness, and lifting us 
all up into a broader, kindlier, more gener- 
ous manhood and womanhood. 

We have come here today to dedicate this 
beautiful building to the noble ministry of 
nurdng the sick. 

As it stands here in i s completeness it 
serves as one more Illustrious example of 
that benevolent spirit, which through all 
time has been slowly receeining mankind 
from Indifference and selfishness. 

It will remain through the years as a 
fitting memorial to those large-hearted 
citizens, who saw the vision and who made 
it possible for us to see It also. Within 
these walls there will abide a sisterhood of 
young women consecrated to the old-time 
mission of mercy but equipped with the 
knowledge and skill of the.se modern days.

The recent en- 
forcement of the rule that the book itself 
must be presented with eyery coupon 
has caused a great deal of grumbling, as 
by this rule every member of a family 
had to have a ticket book iu order to 
secure the advantage of the reduced rate. 
The rule of course was of great advan- 
tage to the railroad company as the 
books had to be paid for in advance, and 
the company thus had the use of a very 
large sum of money before it was earned. 
This concession will be gratifying to the 
thousands of patrons of the road ia New- 
ton, and the directors might have made 
an even greater concession without doing 
anything remarkably generous. 

They might have voted to offer ten ride 
tickets at a small advance on the price 
for fifty ride tickets, instead of as now 
charging nearly three cents a ride more. 
Many people can not afford to spare the 
money for a hnndred ride ticket, and 
they thus have to pay more than their 
richer neighbors. The new rule about 
fifty ride tickets will be some relief, but 
not as much as could be given without 
loss to the road, save that they would 
lose the use of the money thus advanced 
for tickets. 

At the hearing on Mr. Estabrook’s bill 
for a 2 cent per mile rate, Mr. iloar. 
Counsel for the Boston «& Albany, said 
that between 55 and 00 per cent of the 
travel on the road is within the 10 mile 
limit and the rate per mile there is 1 cent 
He evidently did not include Newton in 
bis calculations, ns Newton is only 7 miles 
out, acd even with the hundred mile 
•^iiciket rate the cost is 8.75 cents, by the 
ten ticket rate it is 11.7 cents, and by 
eingle ticket 13 cants and at any of the 
^tber stations the same relative rates 
rule. 

But it is between the Newton stations 
where the most excessive rates are 
charged. It is 5 cents from Newton to 
either Newtonville or West Newton, one 
and two miles, respectively ; 7 cents ro 
Oknburndale, 3 miles; 12 cents to Wood- 
land, 5 miles; 18 cents to Newton CVutie, 
miles. For ten ride tickets the rate is 
about two cents a mile. Such excessive 
rates are practically prohibitory, and yet 
the Boston A* Albany bad rather draw 
empty cars around the circuit than to 
sell tickets at snob a leasonahle price as 
would iucreasu the travel between the 
different sections of the city. 

Dodging from Mr. Iloai's statement 
•chat the average rate for subuiiiau irutfic 
is 1 cent a mile, tickets must be sold at 
■some station outside of Newton for less 
ttian that rate, and yet we have been able 
to discover no such place. 

Some idea of the immense biisiuess 
doue by the road iu Newton can be 
gaiced from the yeaily receipts of the 
stations. The Newton station receives 
from Its Newton pntron.s some il40,(KX) 
a year; and Newtonville and West New- 
ton about $100,000; while Auburndale, 
Newton IligtiLtuds ^iind Newton Uentre 
will average over $00,000 euoh, and this 
does not luclnde ibe Urge number of 
tickets for the Newbuis sold at the Bos- 
ton station. With the gi^al sntuber of 
single ride tickets, and ten trip tickets 
that are sold, 'he average rate Newton 
iravellt rs pay would be a good deal more 
than one cent a mile, us we reckon it. 

Mr. Hoar also stated that the road now 
receives for all its iratlic au aveiage of 
1.83 cents a mile, and tf this is so it is 
ditlicult to see why be should siy that if 
Mr. Eitabrook’s bill passes for r.iie not 
to ex ceed 2 cents a mile, the nrnl mil 
have to reduce the wngesot itii eiii|do>es. 
That is the old familiar bluff eiiipluycd 
by all corporations,

TBE WEST NEWTON BOULEVARD. 


At the hearing before the highway 
committee Tuesday evening, Mr. Strong 
of Waban presented a petition in favor 
a so-called “southern” route for the 
West Newton section ot tbe bonlevard, a 
route in the vicinity of Mr. Strong’s 
property and running near the low lands 
on the northern side of Waban Hill. 

In the interest of the tax-payers of the 
city whose money is to pay for the boule- 
vard, we’hope that the committee will 
not adopt this uew route. The boule- 
vard, as thus far laid out, runs as a rule, 
through high lands whioh will immedi- 
ately be available for bhljdiog purposes, 
and the city will Soon get aretuirti from 
its investment from the inorSased valua- 
tion of the land developed. The land 
plong the West Newton route propdsed 
by Mr. Strong is remolo from the settled 
purtioD of the town, is in great part'low 
add spongy, and will not be used for 
residential purposes for many years to 
come, until the higher lauds neprer the 
settled portion of the- town have beeu 
taken up. As a cousequeuoe the money 
expended by the «ity will be tied up fur 
an indefinite time without any consider- 
able return. This is in direct conflict 
with the busiuess principles which have 
governed the laying out of the boule- 
vard hitherto. 

That this “southern” route offers 
great attraotious from the point of view 
of the landscape gardener, has already 
been recognized by onr boulevard com- 
mission, who, in their very able report, 
recommend that the low land and water- 
ways in this neighborhood be taken 
sometime for a “Park” but this recom- 
mendation is entirely distinct from their 
prior recommendation in the same report 
of a boulevard along the higher lands 
which are suitable for building purposes. 
The two plans should not be confused 
nor should the “Park” be made before the 
boulevard. The former was favored by 
the oommissiou os desirable in the future 
to preserve for the city the natural 
waterways for surface drainage and to 
protect the city from the possibility that 
the low lauds, uudesireable for residen- 
tial purposes, might be put to improper 
or uuhealtbful uses. The latter was de- 
signed to connect the various villages 
along its route with Botoon by a reason- 
ably direct road, and to open lauds whose 
speedy development would yield in taxes 
a return on the iuvestmeut. Let the two 
plans be kept distiuct and let us have 
the boulevard first and quickly.

In 
the case which has brought up all theae 
qiieations, that of Mr. Fanoiiig, the over- 
seer of the poor from Ward Five, It ap- 
pears from the City Auditor’s books, 
that he receives several thousands of 
dollars yearly from the city, mainly for 
work on whioh no bids are asked, and he 
receives the work by the favor of 
another city official. A year ago, the 
thing was considered so improper that 
another man was chosen from Ward 
Five, and he served so satisfactorily that 
it was supposed by the alderman from 
that ward aod by others that he would 
be rc-eleoted, but when the votes were 
counted it was found that some one had 
eUctioneered with such success, that 
Mr. Billings was defeated, aud those out- 
side of the ring are still wondering how 
it was done. It would certainly seem as 
if there were good men enough in the 
city, whose business is not dependant 
upon city patronage, to fill the oity 
offices. 


PosTMASTEit Stacky of West Newton 
has been reappointed by the President. 
There has been a good deal said about 
the prevalence of the spoils system in 
this state, but here is a case in whioh the 
facts are all known, and the people oau 
judge for themselves. Mr. Stacey was 
originally appoiuted by President Hayes; 
he has made an excellent official, and the 
patrons of bis office by a great majority 
desired bis reappointment. Some of the 
Democratic politicians of the city 
thought that their pany was entitled to 
some of the spoils, iu which respect they 
do not differ from Republican politiciauF, 
and they made a strong effort to get 
their man appointed. But the office has 
not been in politics during Mr. Stacey’s 
administration, and it was wisely decided 
that it should not be made a political 
office now. Mr. Quincy gets the credit 
for all the appointments in the state, ac- 
cording to bis critics, and therefore it is 
only Just to give him credit for this iu- 
stance of fidelity to civil service reform 
principles. Newton postoffioes should 
have DO connectiou with poltiics, and the 
appointments so far made by President 
Cleveland show that that is the opinion 
of both himself aod those who advise 
him. 


The Common Council bad a rather 
stormy debate on the action or rather 
lack of action by the school board and 
the board of health in the scarlet fever 
qases at the Mason school at Newton 
Centre. The citizens there feel very 
deeply on the matter, as is nstural they 
should. Parents think the health of 
their uhildreu is of much more import- 
ance than one or two days of sohool. aod 
that the most extreme precautions are 
none too great when such a serious 
disease as scarlet fever is in question. 
From the pareuls’ point of view, a child 
bad better lose a whole month of school 
than run the risk of losing its life. 

A school is not au army, where the 
officers regard the success of their cause 
as of more imporrance than the lives of 
a few soldiers, aud it is a mistake to in- 
sist too strongly on military exactness. 
The feeliug of the citizoiiH of Newton 
Centre was plainly set forth by Cuuucil- 
meu Degeu and Parker. 


The last issue of the Boston Sunday 
Post, all the work on which was done by 
women, was a yery entertaining sheet, 
and was the favorite with all the readers 
of Sunday papers.

Snmnol Hoar, ootinael for the Hoaton 
A Albany Railroad C rnipan?, In appear- 
ing before the commilfco on raiiroada 
at the State Ilonac, Tiieaday, in oppoai- 
tlon to the Katabrook bill providing for 
a 2-cent per mile rtte on all raiiroada, 
made nn announcement which tsill be 
interesting nowa to auburbnn paaapngera. 

He said that, on and after Feb. l.%, the 
company will aell 50 ride ticketa nt the 
name rate aa the 100-ride ticketa are now 
sold. People who live on the line of the 
Boaton A Albany at Newton and atat.iona 
beyond have long felt It a burden to pay 
out the largo aum required to puichaae a 
100 vide ticket, which generally laata 
over two months, the corporation in the 
mean time enjoying the benefit of tbe 
money, which in the aggregate anioanta 
to a large aum. Mr. Hoar said the direc- 
tors, in roaponae to a strong demand, had 
Jiiat voted to issue a 60 ritle ticket at the 
lOO-ride rate. 

In speaking further on the proposition 
before tbe committee, Mr. Hoar aald 
that the average rate per mile per {laason- 
ger on hia road is l.M cents, and, also, 
that the tiroo is not propitious for such 
legialatlon. The revenues of the rail- 
road companies are being enormously re- 
duced, and if the kind of legislation pro- 
posed in the numerous bills before the 
House is enacted, there must bo an 
enormous reduction in wages and the 
number of trains and facilities furnished 
the public 

The directors of the Bosten &, Albany 
Railroad Comyvany have already been 
considering the matter of a reduction of 
wages and, while they intend to keep 
wages where they are, if possible, they 
cannot do so if there is to be so much 
legislation hostile to its interests and 
ruinous to its business. At present, be- 
tween 55 and 60 per cent, of the travel on 
the road is within tbe 10 mile limit, and 
the rate per mile per passenger there is 
' cent. 

TRANSPORTATION OF MEKCII ANDISR. 
There was an interesting bearing on 
the bill recently introduced to authorize 
street railways to carry express and 
merchandise. Street railway companies 
and steam railroads as well were repre- 
sented by counsel, the former to favor 
and the latter to oppose the novel enter- 
prise. Vice-President Cummings < f tbe 
West End street railway. T. E. Proctor 
of tbe Lynn Sc Boston railroad, W. H. 
Coolidge of tbe Boston & Maine and 
Samuel Hoar of the Boston Albany 
were present. 

Mr. Cummings thought there could be 
no reasonable objt ctlon to the proposed 
measure and assured the committee ihat 
tbr re would be no clash with tbe steam 
railroad interests. He gave the com 
mittee to understand that tbe bill did 
not in any wav originate with his com- 
pany, nor did it have any great interest 
in the nassage of the hill. If permission 
were given, and his road should t^ike to 
transport express matter, it might and it 
might not make money. Numerous 
petitions had been received by tbe West 
End company from large business con- 
cerns urging them to assist said peti- 
tioners by transporting their goods. 
Even expressmen, insisted Mr. Cum- 
mings. had asked bis company to get 
the power to transport their packages 
to certain places during the night. 

Mr. T. E. Proctor favored tbe passage 
of tbe bill. No harm could come from 
it, he Slid, but much good. 

Mr. Coolidge asked Mr. Cummings 
what theory he had concerning tbe man- 
ner in which the express matter would 
be placed on the cars. Mr. Cummings 
replied that he had no theory on the 
question whatsoever. He bad not 
thought on it. 

S. L. Powers of the Newton Sc Boston 
road wanted to see the bill pass on the 
general grounds of improved facility for 
the public. “The right to transport 
passengers,” he insisted, “should also 
warrant the right to transport the ex 
press of those passengers.” 

“It is stated that if this authority is 
granted steam railroads will be competed 
with in the carriage of freight and mer- 
chandise. I grant that this is true; but 
they now compete with each other also 
in the transportation of passengers.” 

John C. Lane wanted to see the 
authority granted. 

T. C. Brophy opposed tbe bill. He did 
not think that passengers were accom 
modated by the street railways now, and 
that other accommodations should not 
be attempted till that was insured. W. 
W. Fifleld also remonstrated against the 
passage of the measure. He did not 
want t« Bfte tbe streets further cr<<wded 
with oars. There is a movement now. 
be said, to get the cars underground and 
$.5 (XX),000 has been appropriated for that 
end. Tbis is a step backward. 

Samuel Hoar.apneariog for tbe Boston 
Sc Albany, and W. II. Coolidge of tbe 
Boston Maine opposed the bill. 


The nurse’s vocation opens a wide field 
of usnfuloess for women whore all the 
kitidlv impulses of their nature find 
abundant gratifloation. and where iliey 
can honestly believe that they are nut 

nrking in vain. 

These thoughts were suggested by the 
notice of the dedication of the training 
sohool for nxirscs at Newton Wednesday 
afternoon. The Newton Hospital has 
been a pioneer in the work of small hos- 
pitals, and now is about engaging in the 
training of nurses to a larger extent than 
ever before. The hospital has had a 
small school for several years past, and 
the graduites have taken high rank in 
their calling, hut now tbe school is to 
take a long step forward owing to the 
facilities provided by the erection of the 
new building. 

Mr. Lucius O. Pratt of West Net won 
and the late Mr. Edmund W. Converse 
of Newton provided a fund of about 
♦20,000 for the construction of a building 
to accommodate forty nurses and pupil 
nurses. The exercises of dedication will 
be Interesting in themselves, but the oc- 
casion is worthy of more than local in- 
terest, because it is part of this advanc- 
ing movement for the better care and 
treatment of the sick and injured by the 
employment of women thoroughly 
trained for the purpose, and also because 
it widens the door for the many who 
may find in the nurse’s calling their 
sphere of greatest usefulness in life.

Training Schools for Nurses. 

[Boaton Herald, Feb. 14th.] 

There was a time when, in Bomeoircles 
in our country, it was regarded as quite 
an important part of a woman's educe 
tion that she should know’ something of 
the proper care of tbe sick. To be 
good nurse was to win respect, and tbis 
qualification was often thought to 
counterbalance deficiency in other r 
spects. But tbe times changed. Tbe 
art of nursing, which was almost an in- 
heritance in some families, and sedu 
lously cultivated in others, fell into dis- 
use. It was DO longer rated so high 
among feminine accomplishments. In 
fact, there was a disposition to class the 
art of nursing with vatihus other old- 
time employments for women, such 
spinning and weaving. 

Again the times changed, and tbe pi 
fessioual nurse a)>peared. Not indeed 
as a new ( flicial, for she had long bei 
in existence, but she began to be popu- 
lar, tbe community recognized her value, 
and she found her field. 

No one can study the progress made 
in tbe past twenty- five years in tlie train- 
ing of nurses without being amazed at 
the scope of their eduoation and at tbe 
splendid results already achieved. A 
woman graduating from some of tbe 
nurses’ schools in this country knows 
much today about anatomy and phy- 
siology, materia medica and surgeiy and 
such branches of knowledge as many a 
physician did fifty years ago under the 
training he then received. 

It is not astonishing that women thus 
fitted for their work should find plenty 
of it to do. The demand fur trained 
nurses is today far in advance of tbe 
supply, and the pay is certainly liberal.

At the hearing before tiio committee 
on inaniifnclnrea, at the State House, 
Wednesday morning, there was a liear- 
ing on the petition of E. M. Fowle, W. F. 
Harback, E. J. Hyde and Jaokson, ftir a 
change in the law regarding the laying 
of gas pipes in the street of a town or 
city which has no local company. Their 
are soma 14 g-is companies which would 
he afTeoted by the change, which places 
the matter in the hands of the mayor 
and aldermen. 

Gas Commissioner B.trker suggested 
that it was oropoiied to override the pow- 
ers of the Gas Commisaion for no good 
n ason, and tliat it might hn just as well 
to let the law and authoritv remain as it 
is. Lawyer Goodrich and E. W. Burdett 
agreed with Mr. Barker ami the hearing 
was closed. 

The committee also considered the 
petition of the city uf Newton, that it 
mav he authorized to maniifaoture gas 
and electricity. Newton was n proseoled 
by CouDoilmaii Greene, who explained tbe 
petitina at some length. Alderman 
Plummer was also present. The bill 
provides that a vote or the city council is 
all that is needed for the city to com- 
meoce operations. Mr. J. B. Goodrich 
appeal ea for the Newton and Watertown 
gas company, and bad just begun to 
cross question Mr. Greene, when the 
time of the oommittoH expired and the 
bearing was adjourned to next Wednes- 
day. 

Newton Parks and Ronds. 

City Solicitor Slocum of Newtou, in 
obedience to an order of tbe mayor aud 
aldermen, was before the legislative Com- 
mittee on Cities Wednesday morning for 
a law creating a Street, Park and Drain- 
age Commission for that city. What is 
wanted is a commission like that of the 
Boston Board uf survey, with similar 
powers aud duties. It is to make sur- 
veys for the laying out of highways, 
parks, etc., and tu have tbe general 
charge of water courses and valleys, to 
lay out their channels and provide for 
their width and drainage. 

A provision of the bill provides for the 
payment of damages which may be 
caused by the acta and work of tbe oom- 
missioo. The committee is to consist of 
three able and discreet men to be ap- 
pointed by tbe mayor and aldermen. 

Tboroas C. Proctor, Esq., spoke in op- 
posiMon on behalf of reniunstrating real 
estate owneis who are not impressed by 
what they have beard of the work of the 
Boston Board of Survey, and who desire 
to have ihe coutrol of their property re- 
main ill their own hands.

The Mason School Affair. 

Boston, Feb. 2l8t. 1804. 
To the Editor of tho Graphic: 

Dear Sir— I have read iu the last issue 
of the Gbafuic a report of the discus 
siou iu the common council regarding 
the cases of scarlet fever in Newtou 
Centre, iu which I am quoted as agree- 
ing with the superintendent of schools 
and the chairman of the board of health, 
that there was no need of fumigating or 
closing the Masou school. 

1 think no one. except perhaps the 
local physicians, urged these precautions 
more persistently than I, and I arranged 
with Mr. Aldrich for a proper fumigation 
aud destruction of all sewing aud other 
material that could probably have beeu 
handled by the pupil iu questiou, iu case 
the board of healtli should still decliue 
to uudertake the same. 

Mr. Aldrich stated to iqe that while at 
the request or suggestiou of the board of 
health he would take the respousibility 
of closing the school, he did uot feel 
authorized to do so wheu they hud oou- 
sidered the matter and decided that the 
precaution was uuuecessary. 

So far as I could judge from mauy cou- 
veisatious with him ou the subject, Mr. 
Aldrich aud 1 agreed with each other but 
not ‘vith the position of the board of 
health.

NEW TON CLUB NOTES. 


Mr, G'orge Angier took bis own life 
Tnesday morning, as his borne on Waban 
Park. 

Aboat 7 o’clock in the morning Mrs. 
Angier left her chamber to go to another 
apaitment, and almost immediately beard 
a pistol shot. 

Hastily reluming to tbe chamber she 
discovered her husband lying on the 
floor, drawing bis last breath, blood 
issuing from a wonnd in bis head and a 
smoking revolver still clasped in the 
right hand. 

Medical assistance was sommoned, bat 
the heart bad ceased to beat before tbe 
physicians arrived. 

Medical Examiner Mead viewed the 
body, and found a bullet wound in tbe 
head and tbe brain penetrated. 

Financial and other troubles are sup- 
posed to be the cause of tbe rash act, aa 
bis life for the past few years has been a 
sad one, owing to the serious illness of 
several members of bis family, to whom 
he was devotedly attached, and to tbe in- 
sanity of bis eldest son, Edward, who 
was a very bngbt and promising young 
man, but whose peculiar trouble was not 
discovered until be had involved himself 
in imancial difficulties, which cost his 
father a large sum. Mr. Angier was not 
really responsible for these debts, but 
like the honorable man that be was, he 
assumed them all and was gradually 
paying them off. About a year ago Ed- 
ward was sent to the state asylum at 
Worcester. 

A friend of the family told a Boston 
reporter that be understood that "of late 
these creditors had been pressing Mr. 
Angier very harshly. His domestic 
affairs were also in bad shape. His 
youngest and favorite daughter, Bessie, 
has been confined to the house for nine 
months with Bright’s disease, and Mrs. 
Angier has also been ill. And, to crown 
all, I have heard that his salary had 
recently been reduced. Under these con- 
ditions it is no wonder that continued 
brooding over bis troubles brought on 
malancholia. It is one of tbe saddest 
cases that I ever knew, and tbe family 
has tbo heartfelt sympathy of all their 
friends." 

Mr. Angier was 58 years of age, and 
was born in Framingham. For forty- 
two years he had been connected with 
the Boston & Albany railroad. 

His employers speak in the highest 
terms of him, and his long service in tbe 
employ of the railroad company tells 
more than any verbal sentence of praise. 
Mr. Angier was most popular among rail- 
road men, although quiet and retiring in 
his ways. Ooe of the ofliaial.s connected 
with the Bftston Albany road said 
yesterday there was no better ticket 
office nor a more thorough system of dis- 
tribution iu this country than the one in 
the Kaeeland street station of tbe Boston 
A Albanv railroad, which was arranged 
and governed by Mr. Angier. 

He leaves a widow, two daughters. 
Misses Alice and Bessie, -ind three sons, 
Edward, George and Ralph. The family 
have always held a high social position 
in Newton, and have been universally 
liked aud respected. They have the 
warmest sympathy of all in their heavy 
affliction. 

The funeral services, which were pri- 
vate, were held on Thursdx}, and were 
conducted by Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke, of 
whose churcli the deceased was a mem- 
ber. Music was furnished by a male 
quartet. There were a number of beau- 
tiful set pieces among the floral tributes. 
Tno Boston & Albanv Railroad company 
was reiireseoted by Supt. H. B. Chesley, 
Ass’r. Supt. Morrison, and General Man- 
ager W. H. Barnes. Theremiius were 
taken to Worcester for interment. 

A personal fiiend of tbe deceased 
sends the following: 

Tbe announcement of the sudden 
death of Mr. Angier on Tnesday last, 
sent a thrill of pain through the entire 
circle iu which he moved, for he was a 
man greatly respected aud esteemed by 
the entire community. 

He was honest, industrious and faith- 
ful to all the trusts imposed upon him. 
A genial neighbor, a kind and alTectiou- 
ate husband aud a loving aud devoted 
father. 

His solicitude for the several members 
of his family, whose long suffering from 
sickness aud disease required constant 
care aud watchfulness, together with his 
close application to tbe duties of his 
position as ticket agent of the Bostou 
Albany R. R. Co. iu Bostou, was a con- 
stant and severe strain upon him, which 
for the moment dethroned reason aud 
caused the sad act, which has taken a 
valued citizen from our midst and 
plunged bis family into deeper sorrow. 

May He who oomforteth the widow 
and the fatherless send to his afflicted 
family a special blessing aud permit 
them to see the silver lining to the cloud 
which now bangs over them, is the 
earnest prayer of their friend

DRIVER MOWRY RBSIQNS. 

A communication was received from 
W. M. Mowry, driver of Steamer One of 
the Newton Are department, resigning 
his position. The resignation was ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman Bothfeld submitted a plan 
of the route of the boulevard between 
Valentine and Washington streets, as 
decided upon by both the supporters of 
the Puller street and the southern loca* 
tions. 

Alderman Hunt submitted several re- 
ports from the sewer committee recom- 
mending locations and ways. They were 
accepted. 

Secord A Jones petitioned for permis- 
sion to erect a hanging sign at .‘126 Centre 
street. Referred. 

A HBARINO REQUBSTBR. 

Alderman Rumery presented a peti- 
tion from Robert W. Blue setting forth 
that he had been discharged without a 
hearing and publicly disgraced, and no 
chance to deny the charges against him 
had been given. He had been conscien- 
tious in his work and had tried faitu- 
fully to perform it and he believed the 
charges against him were instigated by 
enemies made during his service for the 
city. 

A supplementary petition was also 
read asking that a hearing on the matter 
be granted, saying that the petitioners 
were sorry to learn of his removal and 
disgrace and that he positively denied 
charges of drunkenness while on duty. 

It was signed by J. L. Ballantyne, Rev. 
Daniel Greene, Reuben Forknall, L. F. 
Ashley, Dr. D. W. Stearns, Wellington 
Howes, Howard B. Coffin, A. I. Tumin, 
Geo.

The alderman from Ward Two moved 
that the petitions be received aud that 
the prayer of the petitioners be granted. 

Alderman Bothfeld thought such 
action was entirely unnecessary, still if 
the board felt that a hearing should be 
granted at this time it was their province 
so to do. The petitioner had a hearing 
before the police committee and tho 
charges there Drought forward and 
proved, showed him to be an unAt man 
for the position. No charges were pre- 
ferred agtinst him at the time of the re- 
moval as it w.as thought to he giving 
unnecessary publicity to the matter. 

The vote was then taken, Alderman 
Rumery alone voting yea. 

A bearing was given at 8 o'clock uu 
the petition of the Wellesley & Boston 
Street Rdlway Co . for an extensiou of 
time to build their road. No remon 
straots appearing the beaiiiig was 
closed. 

Alderman Hunt presented orders 
which were passed for sewer locations 
■ in Claremont and Lombard streets, Anti-

betweeu Hunuewell terrace aud Barnes 
street. Hearings were appointed for 
March 19 and 26, at 7 30 and 7 4.7 o’clock 
respectively. 

All order presented by Alderman 
Bothfeld for the laying out and accept- 
ance of Merton" street was pissed. 

Alderm.an Roffa presented an order, 
granting the Wellesley & Bostou Street 
Railway Co. au extension of time for 
nine months. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Rumery, authorizing the inspector of 
wires to purchase aud locate two Are 
alarm boxes, corner of Chestnut and 
Forest, and Piince and Beikely streets 
and appropriating the sum of $.300 there- 
for. 

A OHAIlK CaOSSINO Ct MMIKKIUN. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented the fol- 
lowing order. 

To the Honorable, the juttices of the 
Superior Court sitting in equity in aud 
for the county of Middlesex. 

The p'liiloii of tho mayor and alder- 
lueii ui the city nf Newton in said county 
for the uDolitiun of .'ertaiu grade cross- 
ings. 

Your petitioners respectifully represent 
that tliey are of the opinion that it is 
necessary for sreuriry and oonveuietice of 
the public, that alt rations should be made 
in lire following described crossings and 
ways, and the mriii line of the railroad 
of the Boston & Albany ruilroati com- 
pany ill said city in the approaches to 
said crossings and in the localious of 
said ways, and in the grade theieot aud 
in the grade nf said railroad so as to 
avoid certain crossings at grade. 

The s’, reels mentioned are Howe 
Washington, Higiilaud, Chestnut, Greou- 
wood avenue, Allston, Waluur, tiaivard, 
Bellevue, Church, Centre, Washington 
and .St. JaineH stnets. 

Aud turtior that such alterations in 
the approacliei to said crossings in liiu 
locaii'jiis of said wujs and in tlie grades 
thereof and of said railroad, should be 
iiiide us may be necessary for the pur- 
poses aforesaid. 

.\nd further lliat provision ahuuld he 
male for suitable fuiine ctossings of 
said railroad by new streets as lollows; 
(>'resceut, I'uinum, between \llstou and 
Walnut stieets, between Harvard and 
Bellevue streets, at Itichurdsoii street. 

And further that all private riglils of 
way over or across said railroad or the 
property of said cuuipauv in said city of 
Newton vD said main line of aaid rail- 
road should be discontinued. 

Wherefore your netiiiuuers pray that a 
cotnurissiou may be appuiuled as pro- 
vided in Chapter 4'2b of the Acts of 1896 
aud acta in umeudiueut thereof aud in 
addition thereto, aud also of Chapter 70. 
Acts of 1892 with the powers conferred 
by said statutes to decide if such altera- 
tions aud the provisiuu herelutofore 


speolAed for further crossings of said 
railrotd by new streets sre necessary, to 
prescribe the manner and limits within 
which they shall be made, to determine 
which party shall do the work or to ap 
portion tho work to be done between 
sail railroad company and said city, and 
to apportion between tho Commonwealth 
and said city their proportion of the 
costs. 

Alderman Bothfeld said no pro- 
vision is made for depression or eleva- 
tion. That question must be laid before 
the oi>m mission by those interested and 
they will have to decide. This order is 
only to get the matter started and is 
simply petitioning the court for a com- 
mission before whom proposed plans 
OSD later be brought. 

Alderman Hamilton presented an order 
appropriating the sum of $64, QUO for city 
expenses during March. 

Alderman Thompson asked the clerk 
if a ruling had been received from the 
city solicitor in reference to sitv em- 
ployes furnishing work or material, to 
the city other than aa required by their 
official position. The request for such 
ruling was made two weeks ago. 

The clerk said no ruling had been re- 
ceived. 

Alderman Plummer moved that the 
clerk be requested to call the immediate 
attention of the city solicitor to the 
matter and secure the information de- 
sired. Not that he believed the city so- 
licitor to have overlooked the matter, 
but because he believed it an important 
point for the city council to consider. 

The N. E. Telephone A Telegraph Co. 
petitioned for permission to re-locate 
their Centre street poles on Elmwood, 
Vernon and Richardson streets, through 
Alderman Roffe. 

He said this would rid Centre street of 
poles from the railroad tracks to Frank- 
lin street. The changes deured wore 
only to move the poles a few feet and he 
hoped permission could be granted with- 
out having a bearing. 

This was found to be impossible and a 
hearing was set for 7.30 o’clock March 5. 

A bearing at 8.30 o’clock on the peti- 
tion of Mellnn Bray for license to operate 
a 50 horse power engine and boiler at 
Newton Centre was closed without re- 
remonstrances. 

Alderman Roffe called attention to the 
old paper mill near the Newton Rubber 
Go’s Works at Newton Upper Falls as a 
dangerous Are trap. 

The robber company wore greatly dis- 
turbed over the matter. The old mill is 
full of paper and resin and altogether in 
a very combustible condition. No one 
is there to protect the premises and its 
proximity makes it a coostaot source of 
danger to the rubber mill. The matter 
was referred to the Are committee. 

BOARD OF SURVEY. 

Alderman Roffe introduced the ques- 
tion of a commission for laying out and 
locating streets and water courses. He 
had an order which he would withhold, 
however, as he uoderstood some radical 
modiOcatioDs had been made in the 
original bill, which gave the commission 
such arbitrary powers. He wished for 
an informal discussion of the matter, 
which was granted. 

Alderman Bothfeld said the Arst bill 
gave too great power to the curomission 
and to remove that very valid objections, 
a modiAmtion of that bill had been pre- 
pared which gave them simply the 
advisory power of making and Aling 
plans. But on the other band no cor- 
poration or individnal could lay out a 
street or way other than as provided by 
the plans of the commission, without 
Arst getting the consent of the city coun- 
cil. In reference to building on this 
land the person who so desires, can 
either get the city’s consent or can secure 
damages. He thought those points 
would obviate all objections. The Arst 
section of the old bill would be amended 
so the commission would be without 
pay, leaving that matter optional with 
the city council. The old bill in the Arst 
place was drawn up similar to that of 
«he board of survey of Boston. The 
west WAS far in advance of the east in 
this ro-itter and boards of surveys in those 
cities laid out streets for miles outside 
the city. 

Alderman Plummer asked if competent 
men could be got without a salary. 

The mayor thought so and referred to 
the water board, and then someone 
f.icetiously mentioned the aldermen, as a 
striking examule. 

Alderman Roffe favored the idea sug- 
ges’ed by the bill, but thought special 
legislation was hardly uecessary. 

Aldoiman Bothfeld said it was neces- 
saiy to secure legislation to get the 
power to enforce these provisions. 

Alderni in Thompson favored the liill 
if it prevented the laying out of useless 
and unAuished streets at the whim of 
any individual. 

A hearing was opened at 8 35 on peti- 
tion of Samuel McDonald for pool license 
on Watertown street and closed witliout 
reinitiHfranae. 

Tlie boaid then adjourned.

The West »Rrtoii BonleTard. 

To the Rditor of the Giaploai 

In your issue of the 16th inst., you 
have an editorial which you must allow 
me to say is based upon a serious mis- 
apprehension of facts. You state that the 
plan which I have presented aad known as 
the southern route runs in the vicinity 
of my property and near the low lands 
on the north side of Waban Hill. It 
would appear by this that my efforts to 
procure this location were prompted 
mainly by private interest. The fact is 
that, upon donating eight acres of hard 
wooded upland, in connection with other 
donations for park purposes, I should 
have but from two to three acres of land 
left on the north side of the hill and this 
would be some 800 to 10,000 feet distance 
from the boulelvard and with no way of 
approach to it. The laud of the northern 
syndicate is nearer to this southern route 
and with every probable facility of ap- 
proach. So much for private interest. 
You are misinformed at to the location 
of this southern route. Entering the 
valley near the west end of Fuller street 
it follows the rapidly rising Cheesecake 
brook for several hundred feet and then 
curves along the foot of the hillside 
south of Fuller street and from 600 to 
800 feet distant from it. It crosses 
Chestnut street about 100 feet south of 
the Pine Farm barn and again by a long 
and graceful curve enters Homer street 
on land of the Newton cemetery. So far 
from “being in great part low and 
spongy,” every foot of the course, with 
the exception of the 75 feet in width, 
which has a depth of mud of 3 1-3 feet 
which must be excavated, has been 
shown to be solid ground, requiring no 
removal, except the loam. In short the 
way is exceptionally easy for ooustruc- 
tion ss shown by Mr. Smiley’s survey. 
It is pleasant to know that the pictur- 
esque beauty of the route is appreciated. 
Let me add that at the most triAing cust 
the whole character of tho valley can be 
relieved from the impression that “it is 
low and spongy” and changed into one 
of tho most charming spots in Newton. 
Locate the boulevard on the northern 
boundary of a tract of some thirty to 
forty acres, which is offered for a rural 
park and with scarcely a dollar of extra 
expenditure, a water-way and wild wood 
will bo secured which will prove of in- 
estimable value to the city in the future. 

In regard to the speedy development 
of taxable property on the north route, 
let me ask, is the city so pushed for 
funds that it must seize upon the quick- 
est returns, putting aside the question of 
the best route and the ultimate good? 
Even were the city reduced to this ex- 
tremity, might it not ba said that the 
lands on the line of the northern route 
and on Fuller street will surely develop 
of themselves and, in case the southern 
route is chosen, they being well above 
and only from 600 tu 1200 feet distant, 
would feel the beneAt almost as much as 
if directly upon the boulevard. Such has 
been the result in Brookline. Again it 
is a serious error to conclude that the 
south route will not open land for a 
quick market. Over 100 acres will lie in 
near proximity to this route which will 
be exceedingly desirable for residences. 
In short an avenue in this natural valley 
will tend to develop and raise all the 
surrounding country and have many 
times greater inAuence than either of the 
other routes. 

Other points might be named, but the 
single one of ease nf grade should be 
suAicient. The noitb route has a grade 
of live feet to the 100 for over 1800 feet. 
Fuller street, has the same hard grade 
for 900 feet. The south route has a short 
pitch of 3 7-10 feet in crossing Chestnut 
street and at this highest point it is iU 
feet lower than the highest point on 
Fuller street. Cout-idi ring that a horse 
would go a full trot all of this way it 
would be found to be practically much 
the shortest. Considering the very great 
importance of choosing the rieht loca- 
tion for an avenue which is to affect the 
interests of the city for all time, will you 
not, Mr. Edi'or, re-examine the various 
lines and tho proposals, before passing 
Anal judgment. VV. C. Strong.

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DEATH OF A. II. LINDER. 


CAUHBD BY THB IIUPTIIRB OK A BLOOD 
VRBHRL IK THK BItAIN. 


A. Hoimer Linder died on Sunday 
afternoon without having regained con- 
■oionanesR. 

Death was elmply a wasting away of 
hia strength. 

He was a member of the Junior oiasa 
at Harvard College and was the youngest 
son of George Linder of Newton, of the 
Arm of Linder A Meyer, commiHsion 
merohants of Boston. He was 10 years 
and 4 months old. He prepared for 
college at the Newton high school and 
at Mr. Cutler’s private school. On enter- 
ing college he devoted himself to bard 
study, but found time for engaging in 
several forms of athletics. He rowed in 
his class crew and also was a student of 
boxing. He was secretary of the Har- 
vard Sparring Ciub and a member of the 
Pi Eta Society. 

Mr. Linder's sad end is deeply deplored 
by every member of the university. From 
the beginning of bis illness his room has 
been besieged by students, many of 
whom were not even acquainted with 
him, but yet were none the less desirous 
to bear some news of him. He enjoyed 
a splendid reputation, and was universal- 
ly respected for his quiet, yet manly 
ways. ' 

An autopsy was mode Monday morn- 
ing by Medical Examiner Swan of Cam- 
bridge, assisted by Medical Examiner 
Durell of Somerville and Drs. John 
Homans, W. T. Councilman, Hildreth, 
Walton and F. W. Webber of Newton. 

Their flnding was that death was 
caused by abemoirhage from a ruptured 
blood vessel at the base of the brain. 

Dr. George Walton, one of the phy- 
sicians in charge of the case said in an 
interview, “Death was caused by a 
hemorrhage in the medulla oblongata at 
the base of the brain; this was proved by 
the autepsy and it would have been im- 
possible to perform an operation at that 
point.” 

“Then it was sure death from the 
start?” 

‘•Yes— as far as we know.” 

Medical Examiner T. M. Durell, said: 

“So far as I know, this is the only case, 
certainly the only one that has come 
within my personal knowledge, where a 
blow on the jaw has caused a rupture of 
the lateral sinus without fracture of the 
skull. 

“The exact manner in which the force 
of the blow WHS expended on this par- 
ticular point is not easy to determine” 

JUNIORS EXPRKSS THKIU FEELINGS. 

At a meeting of the junior class of 
Harvard, held Monday night, it was 
voted that the class attend the funeral 
of Linder in a body. If was also voted 
that the class should send flowers. A 
committee was appointed, and drew up 
the following letter: 

Camiiiudob, Fob. 19, 1894. 

Dear Mr. Linger:— We write to you In the name 
of the class of ’93, to oxpn as as deeply ss possible 
the great and personal sorrow which we feel has 
come to all of us in the di atli ol \our son. Be- 
side the bereavement which every one who knew 
him has sulTered in the loss of a sincere friend, 
each member of the class has felt that the loss 
has come to him as souiething perHonal. Yrur 
son was a man whom wo were proud to call a 
classmate, and who stood to us as the representa- 
tive of all thit was qnlet and manly. 

But while our loss has been that of a classmate 
who was a dear friend to so many of us, and who 
was re?peo'e«l by all, we appreciate that your lo.‘8 
is far greater, and wo wish to tell you of the deep 
sympathy that every one of us feels fur you. 

CUT OFF UNTIMELY. 

The Boston Herald said editorially of 
the sad affair: 

The death of Alfre i Hosmer Linder at 
Harvard, Sunday is, under the circum- 
stances, a peculiarly sad one. He was a 
young man of simple, gentlemanly bear- 
ing, popular in the large circle of bis 
classmates and acquaintances, of more 
than average ability as a student, and 
with everything to live for. Hia untime- 
ly death is one of those mysterious dis- 
pensations of Providence whioh sorrow- 
ing friends find it very hard to accept. 
The sympathy not only of all who knew 
him, but of the commiserating public, 
will go nut al this time to bis Limily iu 
their afflotiou, and also to that other one 
who suffers as iunocently and perhaps 
even mure keenly. 

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeril services wore held Tues- 
day aftornoou, at the resideuoe of Pro 
fessor Fiirlow, uncle of the deceased, 24 
Quincy street, Cambiidge, and the house 
was crowded with sorrowing students, 
friends and relatives, many of whom 
were from Newton. President Eliot and 
a majority of the Harvard faculty, and 
the junior class of which the deceased 
was a member, were present. There 
were many beautiful floral tributes. 

* Rev. Mr. Horubrooke of Newton 
opened the services with scriptural read- 
ings and tender woids of oonsolation for 
the parents and friends. Rev. Dr. Pea- 
body of Harvard followed with readings 
and a prayer, and a male quaitet sang 
appropriate selections. 

The pall-bearers were Graham Hosmer, 
Walter Soule, J. A. Lord, A. W. 
Whittier, Jr., Torrence Parker, F. M. 
Elms, John Harwood and W. B. Ellis. 
The burial was at the Newtou cemetery. 


The West Newton Boulevard. 

Boston, Feb. 21, 1804. 
To the EUltor of the OuAPUio:— 

Dear Sir— 1 read a communication in a 
recent issue of your paper in favor of the 
northern location for the boulevard, aud 
it having oume to the knowledge of the 
writer that some uf the statements con- 
tained therein had boeu given ouusider- 
able weight by the citizeus of Newton 1 
feel that a statement of the facts should 
be made. 

What are the facts? Is the uorlheru or 
the soutberu route preferable, aud why? 
Whioh route has the greater natural 
beauty aud would be the more pic- 
turesque? This is a question whioh 
would be left largely to individual judg- 
meut but should be passed upon by the 
best landscape talent whioh the city of 
Newton cau procure, as this point is one 
of the utmost importance. 

Which will open up the greater amount 
of taxable property aud tend to attract 
residents to Newton? The boulevard uf 
itself would attract residents, espeuialiy 
if it is located iu such a luuuuer that the 
surroundings would bo attractive, and it 
will develop land for quite a distance 
around it. and 1 believe that parties oom- 
petenl to Judge will agree that the best 
residential properly will not be directly 
and wholly on the boulevard but aume 
distauue from it. The southern route 
opens up taxable property lor residential 
propertv, al least live to one mure than 
would the northern route, iuasmueh as 


the property through whioh the boule- 
vard would go if tne southern looatinn 
should bfl decided upon is within ir>00 
feet of the northern location, and the 
latter would be equally as well developed 
for residential purposes. 

Whioh will h ive tlie best and easiest 
grades and be the most eootiomioal to 
keep in repaii? Parties aciiuainted with 
road work are aware that the heavier the 
grade the more expensive it is to keep in 
repair. The northern route has grades is 
high os five per cent., while the soul horn 
route has grades not exceeding two and 
three-quarters per cent. 

Whioh will be the least expensive to 
build? Engiueera as well as doctors dis- 
agree, but competent engineering skill 
states that the southern route can be 
built at the same nr less cost than the 
northern one. While this is the last 
question which should be considered by 
[be citizens of Newton on so important a 
matter as the boulevard, still, all other 
thinsa being equal, it may have some 
weignt. The advocates of the northern 
route, I understand, have agreed to pay 
all damages caused by building the 
b lulevard, provided they are allowed all 
betterments. 

The advocates of the southern route 
have also made the same oiler. The ad- 
yocates of the northein route have 
furthermore agreed to pay one-third tbe 
expense for the entire route. Tbe ad- 
vocates of the southern route have 
agreed to pay one-third the expense for a 

E ortion of 'be route, and in addition 
aye agreed to present to tbe city, free 
of charge, adjoining land some 80 acres 
in extent for park purposes. 

It has also been endeavored by some 

S arties to show that tbe locating of the 
oulevard by tbe southern route would 
be through a bog, while the facts are 
that the southern route is ail bard pan 
after the loam is removed, with tbe ex- 
ception of about 75 feet of bog which, 
when excavated, can be filled from a cut 
which has to be made on an adjoining 
piece of the road, whereas the northern 
route has at least .’>00 feet of bog, tbe 
Ailing for which has got to be teamed 
from quite a distance. 

The Fuller street route is not referred 
to iu the above communication for tbe 
reason that the writer understinds that 
owing to some changes made by the 
Fuller street residents the highway com- 
mittee have decided not to consider it.

The matter would have 
to be sent to a commission in any event, 
and it is wiser to send it there at once, 
than to waste any more time in useless 
discussions and hearings. 

The commission will of course be ex- 
perts in this matter, and the case can be 
argued before them by those who are 
competent to giye opinions. There are 
a great many who are opposed to the 
elevation of the tracks, as they think it 
would be of serious injury to the best 
interests of the city, and they will be 
given a full hearing. 

So many plans and schemes have been 
presented that it is no wonder if the 
aldermen feel a little bewildered, and the 
longer the work is delayed the more 
numerous would be the schemes. 

It is of great importance to the city to 
have the grade crossings abolished as 
speedily as possible, and the north side 
is particularly interested. Owners of 
property say the greatest difficulty they 
find in renting their houses is that 
parents object to sending their children 
across the tracks to school, and that 
families with small children are very un- 
willing to take a house on the north side, 
especially in Wards One and Seven. This 
objection is a reasonable one, and if the 
grade crossings are removed a boom in 
the north side property may be looked 
for. The present condition of Washing- 
ton street is not a credit to the city, and 
the street between Newton and West 
Newton is almost impassable for sleighs, 
on bucount of the narrowness of the 
street and the railway tracks in the 
center, which leave only a narrow pass- 
age for teams, on which the snow is 
piled np in a manner to make it almost 
^impossible to drive through the street 
>svith safety. Yet nothing can be done in 
the way of widening the street until the 
grade crossing question is setUed. After 
the meeting on Monday night, the board 
met informally and voted unanimously 
in favor of depressing the tracks. 


The bill to have boards of police for 
all the cities of the state is meeting with 
very lively opposition from prominent 
citizens of all parties. Boston now has 
a police commission, and judging from 
that, none of the cities wonld be bene- 
flttod by having a similar body. Heye in 
Newton the citizens do not want any 
political and irreapoosible board to have 
charge of police matters. The mayor is 
at the head of the department, and all 
abuses can be speedly corrected, and if 
any mistake is made, it can be remedied 
at once. All details of local government 
should be as near to the people as possi- 
ble, and the people do not want the gov- 
ernor nor the legislature interfering with 
local affairs.

There is a good deal to be said in favor 
of this route, but we still are of the opin- 
ion that the city would deriye a greater 
benefit if the northern route was 
selected. 


The annual crusade against docked 
horses appears this year in the form of a 
bill which requires owners of such 
animals to keep them covered with a 
cloth or close netting, during June, July, 
Angust and September, and to register 
them with the clerks of towns and cities. 
There seems some probability of the bill 
being passed. 


THAT COMMISSION. 


The bill for a street park and drainage 
commissloD, which aroused so much 
opposition as soon as its rather strin- 
gent provisions were known, is to be 
amended and the objectionable features 
removed. 

There is oo question but that it would 
iiave beau much better for Newton to 
bave had some such commlssiou in 
charge of its streets, so as to have had 
some sort of a system in the laying out 
of stieeta, and less of narrow side streets 
that go nowhere in particular, but which 
were laid out at the will of the owner of 
the land, without regard to the oonveu- 
ience of the public. The result of the 
lack of system is not a happy one, and 
has not added to the attractiveness of 
the city. 

The report of the recent boulevard 
commissioD shows what could be done 
wi'h a properly constituted body that 
bad pow*r to enforce its ideas of what 
would be best for the city, and such a 
cummisBiou would be of great benefit in 
the long run, and this was evidently the 
idea of tlotse who framed the hill. They 
took a public-spirited view <if the whole 
subject, and made regulations to tliat 
«nd, but these of course contiicted more 
or less with private interests, and 
aroused great opposition laud 

owners. 

Oue of the privileges of a free country 
IS the riaht of every Itud owner to de- 
velop his laud in any method that seems 
good to him, and tuis is a right that 
people do not wish to reliuquisli, as was 
:ibowu by the opposition to the bill. 

The aldermen have made various 
ameudmeuts, to meet the objectioiis 
urged, and as umeiided the bill provides 
for a very harmless sort of uommission, 
which has uo powers to speak of, and it 
will be chietly au advisory hoard, the 
power to enforce its recoin mend atious 
being left to the City Council. 


The North Side Improvement Associa- 
tion, after listening to an address by ex- 
Gity Engineer Noyes, appointed a com 
mittee headed by Mr. James T. Allen, to 
appear at the State House in fayor of the 
original bill for a street and park com- 
mission, but no hearing was held this 
week.

A Rentleiran once asked a director of 
the Asaociated Chariliea, "Why ahtnild 
the community civo you a thousand 
dollars, when by your own report, you 
Rave laat year but seventy doUira to the 
poor?" 

This was a very pertinent inquiry, and 
would be almost unanswerable If we 
claimed to exist for the purpose of Riving 
alms, but we lose no opportunity of as- 
•uring the public th.it to clve d>rect re- 
lief is not the object of our being. 

It would be only almost unanswerab'e 
even then, becsose, in point of fact, the 
actual relief that is given, in direct con- 
sequence of our efforts amounts to many 
tiaoes seventy dollars. Under perfect 
organisation this should all be recorded, 
and even in our imperfect state, much of 
it is set down in black and white, in 
records of meetings, and on regis ration , 
cards. In the future, when the com- 
munity has fully recognised our benefi- 
cent functions, we hope to have it all ap- 
pear in correct statistical form, in our 
annual reports, hut that means the 
time of a second person paid for. 

We do not, however, ask a thousand 
dollars from the community to enable us 
to give money, or clothing, or food, or 
fuel, to the poor. We do this, and use 
our influence to have it done, jus^ as 
little as the prevention of absolute suffer- 
ing will allow. 

Dr. Shinn has recently said, in these 
columns, that the Associated Charities 
exists for the purpose of suppressing 
fraudulent begging. That is certainly 
one object, and an important one, for 
which we exist, and we most heartily 
second Dr. Shinn in his efforts to have 
all beggars at the door sent to this office 
for investigation. They do not always 
come. Some of them frankly say, "We 
do not want to go there, they will look 
us up." When they do come, it scores 
one point in their favor always. Some 
charitable persons have objected to send- 
ing these people here, ou the ground 
that the office is not always open, which 
is true, and unavoidable. Practically, it 
can be said that it is open every fore- 
noon, except on Sunday. It is surely 
open from nine to ten. It is sometimes 
open in the afternoon, but at uncertain 
iionrs. Perhaps it will be well to make 
known to the public the fact that tde 
lower door sticks sometimes, and needs 
a vigorous push to open it. That is the 
reason that persons have sometimes gone 
away thioking they could not get in, 
when the secretary was actually in at 
tendance. 

But though it is true that the office is 
not always open, the cases are very rare 
that cannot wait a few hours, and it is 
quite safe to tell an applicant at the door 
that the best time to* come is between 
nine and ten in the forenoon. lu my 
next communication to the Graphic I 
will give some instances of the results of 
investigation in such cases. 

The repression of beggary and fraud, 
then, with all the time, postage and car- 
fare it takes to make investigations, is 
one thing done by the Associated Chari- 
ties for the money it asks. 

The finding of employment for those 
who need it. and of competent workers 
for those who need them, is another 
branch of the work, costing, tor time, 
for record books and for post.age a con- 
siderable portion of the income of the 
society. This is pleasanter work than 
the last, inasmuch as it is constructive 
rather than repressive. 

The Penny Saving System, which also 
does important constructive work, is 
another source of expenditure. The 
original supply of stock cost neatly a 
hundred dolfare. What has needed to be 
renewed has been furnished by Mr. Al- 
bert Metcalf of West Newton, treasurer 
of the System, who, as yet, has sent in 
no bill. The agents at different stations 
are expected to pay cash for the flist in- 
Btalment of stamps, and as in many 
oases, this is a groat deal to ask in ad- 
dition to the time and trouble necessary 
to carry on a station, certain pbilan- 
tbropij pel sons have come forward in 
some instances, and advanced the 
requisite amount of money. Mrs. 
Horace Dutton and Mr. P. A. MeVioar, 
have done this for the station in Auburn- 
dale. which does the largest business of 
any in the ci'y. 

Newtonville comes next, started by 
Mr. H. H. Carter. Newton is third, the 
money to start it being supplied by .Mr. 
Gordon, the agent. Miss Wall and Miss 
Lovely of the Lincoln school are using 
their own money, and doing a great 
work in training their pupils to a practi- 
cal knowledge of the value of money. 
An agency in one of the rooms of the 
Hyde school was started by Mr. Seward 
Jones of the HighUiids. The station at 
Thompsotiville is sustained by the Bap- 
tist church at Newton Centre, and Mrs. 
Charles A. Garey of that place advanced 
the money for the girls of her sewing 
school, will) are using the stamps. The 
late B. F. Houghton of West Newton 
carried a large amount of stamps, at bis 
own expense, and was doing great good 
in a locality where just such an influence 
was needed. It is greatly to be regretted 
that no ageney now exists in West New- 
ton, owing to the difficulty of flndiug a 
person, properly situated, and williug, to 
take the time and trouble to act as agent. 

The work of the Provident Branch 
comes under the bead of direct relief, as 
it distributes clothing, mostly second- 
hand, arid even when selling it, does it 
at a price so low, as to make it really 
charitable work. It has in times past 
taken a disproportionate amount of the 
secretary's time, but (bis is now obviated 
by the volunteer labor of a committee of 
ladies, Mrs. Morehouse of Newtouville. 
Miss Junes and Miss Bigelow of Newton, 
one or more of whom spends every Tues- 
day forenoon and Saturday at the office. 
This work costs but little money, es- 
pecially since Mr. Merry and Mr. Simon 
White of Newtonville have both kindly 
otfered to do the necessary expressing 
witliout charge. 

Of course, where there is an office 
there must be rent and fuel, and Home 
service. A large oorrespuiidenoe necessi- 
tates some expenditures for stationery 
and postage. It would not be possible 
for so much and so varied work to he 
done without the whole time given to it, 
of at least, uue persou, who must, cun- 
setiueutly, be paid. 

1 hope this lengthy commuuioatiou has 
sufficiently auswerud the question with 
which it began. 

There has been some solicitation for 
the Assooiatud Charities, of which the 
directors had no previous knowledge. 
It is probable that the money so raised 
has all been turned into the treasury, 
but it has beeu thought best to ask the 
churches each to have an authorised 
colleutor to raise the money for this pur- 
pose in its own parish. 

It is hoped that a sufficient amount 
may he raised before the summer migra- 
tions begin. Contributions may be sent 
directly to the Treasurer.

THE RULE OF THE ROAP. 


WHY AMKHICAN TKAMSTKHS KKXrTO THE 
RIGHT INSTKAP OF TO THE I.KFT. 


The rule of the road In old England 
has always been "Keep to the left." In 
New England, almost as soon as it was 
settled, the rule of the road cam to he 
"Keep to the right," which is now the 
universal practice in this country. The 
change could hardly have been merely 
arbitrary, aaya the Kooheater Democrat 
and Cbroniolo. Euglish ooloniata would 
not have taken the trouble to break them- 
aelves of the habit that had become in- 
stinctive except for some good reason. 
As to what that reason was there recent- 
ly has been oousidersbie newspaper 
discussion without any particular valu- 
able outcome. That it is to be found in 
something in the new environment seems 
apparent. That it was the difference 
between old England's roads and New 
England's roads is likely. A driver, in 
order to have the free use of his right 
arm, must sit to the right He has his 
right fore huh under bis eye, while he 
cannot see his left fore bub. aod, there- 
fore, can drive more safely if obj<*ots 
with which his wheels must not collide 
and which must be passed closely are 
kept on his right On the brosd, level 
and crowded highways of old EugUud 
these objects were, most frequently, the 
wheels of other vehicles going in the 
opposite direction. To keep the con- 
tiguous and opposed hubs under bis eye 
the driver naturally kept to the left. On 
the narrow wood paths of New Euglaud 
these objects were the stumps, trees, 
rooks and holes ou either side. A man 
might drive for miles on one of these 
roads without meetiug other vehicles. 
He did not have to take them into con- 
sideration. In order to avoid the ob- 
structions ou one side of the narrow road 
he must drive oonstautly close to the side 
that he could most readily see, the right. 
In the rare event of meeting another 
vehicle he must pull off the narrow road 
altogether. The reason for keeping to 
the right would now be stronger than 
ever. Ho would not be likely to follow 
the old rule, pull across the road and 
pluuge bis unseen left bubs into un- 
known dangers. That is the most prob- 
able explanation of the American rule of 
the road. The reason has practically 
ceased to exist, and so has been forgot- 
ten. The coudicious DOW are the ssme 
here as they were aod are io Euglmd. 
The left fore hubs of vehicles coming in 
the opposite direction are what a driver 
is most frequently called upon to pass 
closely. Keeping to the right, he cannot 
see either his own bub or the hub with 
which it is liable to collide as they pass 
each other. That is why the reasonable- 
ness of the American rule of the road is 
DOW called iu question.

A LIVING MUMMY. 


A Traveler TelU ef One He Found In an 
Kl-ypOan Domicile. 

"We went into the hut after some 
hesitation — the dragomun whispered 
there were ladles there — and found a 
vigorous old man, telling his Mussul- 
man beads crosslegged on a mud bench, 
and on the floor bent over the fire the 
oldest looking human being 1 ever saw 
alive. 

‘‘Mummies I have seen, and wondered 
not that they w’ero dead, but in wdiat 
part of her withered desiccated fraino 
that old woman found space to keep the 
stern vital energies that lined her grim, 
curved face I cun scarcely guess. She 
lookf'd no more living than seaweed 
does, dried ami stretched on paper. Her 
arms, her legs — thrust almost into the 
fire — were so shrunk that the long 
leathern flesh and flaccid niuschs hung 
round them like dangling shreds on 
sticks.

It is a sport replete 
with Incident and a recreation which 
must once be indulged in to bo thor- 
onghly appreciated. Tho wild gooso is 
known in all parts of North America, 
bnt in no section of tho country does 
this bird appear in such numbers as in 
that territory lying between the Red 
river valley and the Missouri river. 
There tho geese swnim in countless 
numbers and become corpulent on the 
grains of No. 1 hard which have been 
shaken from the stalk by therea^r and 
aro lying in tho stubble everywhere. 
Large numbers of tho birds are killed 
by resident hunters and for eastern 
markets, but no apparent diminution is 
noticeable in the size and number of 
tho flocks to bo seen when the shooting 
season begins each year. 

An hour’s lively sport with the hon- 
kers on the wheatfields of North Da- 
kota means bnt one thing to the inex- 
perienced hunter, and that is something 
for his pains, especially if he happens 
to get in a well concealed stand direct- 
ly in tho line of flight. Then it is noth- 
ing nncoromon for him to ‘‘tumble 
over” a wagon load of geese in very 
short order. Wild geese aro a staple 
commodity in North Dakota and read- 
ily bring from $2.50 to $8 per dozen 
during the shooting season. In tho lit- 
tle towns and stations along the North- 
ern Pacific railway, during the fall and 
spring flights, almost everybody turns 
out for a few hours in the morning and 
toward tho close of tho day to shoot at 
the geese, and a right warm reception 
are tho birds treated to. Many will 
ride to tho ontskirts of the town and 
shoot from a bnggy or wagon at tho 
passing inyrinda overhead and occasion- 
ally bring down a bird at long range. 

Tho hunter who is out for business 
and is shooting for market and tho 
money there is in it drives out 10 or 
15 miles over tho prairio several hours 
before daylight, and after selecting a 
spot where tho geese have been seen in 
great numbers tho day before digs a 
pit in tho ground largo enough to con- 
ceal himself and Hrrunge.s tho stubble or 
grass about tho mouth of it so as to pre- 
sent a natural appearance. Close by 
ho plants his decoys and settles back in 
tho pit and anxiously awaits tho com- 
ing of the morning. It is still dark, 
but from every quarter of the prairio 
come sounds of animal life which fore- 
tell the coming of a new day. Tho 
mournful cry of tho curlew is heard 
overhead, and a flock of plover demon- 
stralo their close proximity by the hur- 
tling noise of their wings. 

For some time he sits in a cramped 
position, listening to the booming notes 
of a prairio chicken, which bird is pour- 
ing forth a volume of drumliko sounds. 
The sharp yelp of acoyoto not far away 
is uninistakablo evidence that that 
thriving, skulking animal has jumped 
up a cotton tail and is hustling for an 
early breakfast. At tbo first peeping of 
tho gray dawn the hunter suddenly 
hears a welcome sound — the faint and 
faraway honk-honk of tho goose. He 
examines liis gun and notes tho direc- 
tion of tho sound. Nearer and nearer 
the sound comes, and finally ho ven- 
tures to take a peep out of tho pit and 
discovers tho distant outlines of a large 
flock spread out V shaped in tho morn- 
ing sky, bearing off to one side. Ap- 
parently they have not seen tho decoys, 
and the hunter thinks it is yet too dark. 

Suddenly tho leader is seen to waver, 
and with loud cries tho flock turns and 
circles around tho decoys us if suspi- 
cious of their genuineness, Imt drawing 
nearer at each turn. They have ap- 
proached witliin easy shooting distance, 
and just us soon us tho flock pitches 
down among tho decoys tho loud bung! 
bangl of u heavily loaded shotgun is 
beard, and two puffs of smoke are seen 
coming apparently from the surface of 
the earth a short distance away. Sev- 
eral geese are lying on the ground, ami 
ouo is skimming away over the prairie 
with u tipped wing. 

Some other flocks ap[)car. and the 
shouting becoinea lively until the sun 
is fully two hours high, wlien the flocks 
diminish, both iu size and number, uivl 
with tho exception of a few stragglers 
tbo morning flight is over. 

Crystal Springs is the naiuoof a small 
station on the Northern Pacific, 80 miles 
west of JuinestowD, N. D. There are 
several small alkali lakes inclose prox- 
imity to the station and a number of 
springs in tho hills near by, from which 
the place gained its name. The town 
proper consists cf a depot, boarding 
bouse and water tank and a population 
not exceeding 10 souls. One April 
moriiiug a few years or so since the 
writer, in company with the telegraph 
uperutor at tho place, sullied forth in 
quest of geese, large flocks of which 
were seen circling around and alight- 
ing ou a small lake, fringed witli bushes 
and tall grass, nut over a mile from tliu 
ktutiun. Alter a full hour spent in 
crawling over the ground and keeping 
cut of sight us much us possible the 
hunters (?rept tlirough the grass to the 
bushes and looked cautiously out. 

Upward of 1,000 geese were spurting 
ou the water, diving, squawking and 
currying on at a great rate. Wlien tho 
f'dge uf tile flock liud come witliin 80 
yards tliu Inmteis raised ttieir guns and 
^avu tliem a ljurre), following it up witli 
tho rtAiiainiiig I'arrel us tie y rose heav- 
ily Irom tho water. Tweut \ -eight geese 
were gatliered up us the r '?ult of the 
shut, *21 of them tho white or brant 
goose. Tho remaining four woro fine 
specimeua of that wariest of all birds 
of its species the black lieud or (-aiiu- 
diau goose. Thu moruiug's work was 
highly satisfactory. — Cl» vuluud Leader.

Points 'fhikk Interest nn Atnerloan In the 
Scutch Metrnpolis. 

"Let mo taku yon tomorrow topee 
onr iniinicipai bnildiiigp, and yon will 
Bee a palace which cost pevoral millions 
of your dollars, of which sum not a 
sixpence was stolen nor jobbed," re- 
marked a (41n‘'gow liailio to a Boston 
Herald conespoiidciit. wlio was his 
^nest. 

Next morning 1 went to the munici- 
pal bnildings — what we would call the 
city hull, writes this coricspoiidoiit. 1 
funnd the place no less palatial than it 
had been described tome. It is far and 
away the moat beantifni building of 
the kind I have ever seen. Its marbles, 
its stairways, its reception rooms, are 
exceedingly beantifni; its business 
rooms aro in admirable taste. The 
bnilding is the palace of a king — King 
Demos — and no crowned colleagne has 
a lovelier dwelling. 

There were no loafers in the balle: 
no large jawed politicians were holding 
np the exquisite iron gates ^ no office 
seekers were sprinkling the yard with 
strong language and tobacco juice; the 
place was more than respectable — it was 
attractive. 

In this palace of King Demos there 
are state apartments most richly be- 
decked: there aro a drawing room, a 
danceroora, a banquet room, and 1 know 
not what, and these apartments are 
used on festive occasions when official 
citydom is expected to disport itself to 
the credit of the community — which 
latter by one. two, three, fonr or more 
tbunsumi representatives comes to join 
in the gayety. 

The mayor of Glasgow is called the 
lord provost. He is chosen for three 
years at nothing a year. He is expect- 
ed to live ill some state and hospitality 
and to npliold the gentle dignity of the 
town. It costs him from $10,000 to 
$16,000 or $20,000 annually to do this, 
as circumstances serve. Ohvioasly it is 
easier for a rich man than it is for 
camel to enter the provostship of Glas- 
gow. But the Glaswegians propose 
that if the camel be not available, then 
shall not the rich man have it all his 
own way. They talk now of endowing 
the provostship, so that the sums nec- 
essarily spent upon splendor may hence- 
toith come from the public purse. But 
they do not propose to give the lord 
provost a salary. His services must be 
gratnitouH as before. 

(Glasgow is a solid looking town. 
Every building is of stone, after the 
Scotch way. One rarely sees brick in 
Scotlaiid. The ribs of the hills are dug 
ont for building withal, so that a 
Scotch town seems built to endure. 
Wherever yon go you find stone stairs 
in the buildings of Glasgow. 

The diflCereuce between British build- 
ing and American is not more marked 
than in this matter of stone stairways 
and brick partition walls — dwelling 
bouses, 1 mean, us well as warehouses. 

Deeming it necessary to prevent the 
construction of sky ejeaving bqildings, 
which shut out light, air and every- 
thing hut ugliness, the Glasgow folk 
enacted n law that no building shall be 
biglier than the width of the street on 
which it fronts. You can build a mile 
high if you have a thoroughfare as wide 
as that. 

A capital thing they have in Glasgow 
which we have not. The municipality 
has .constructed a number of bath- 
houses, fitted with huge white tiled 
swimming tanks, each bolding from 
80,000 to 100,000 gallons of water. The 
water is kept at a temperature o| 70 de- 
grees. These baths are open day and 
evening throughout the year. The ad- 
mission to these baths is 4 cents per per- 
son. Half a million bathers use these 
tanks in a year. Connected with the 
hath buildings are washhouses where 
workijigmen’s wives do their family 
laundry work, having for u charge of 
6 cents per hour the use of a washing 
stall with hot and cold water and steam 
drying appliances. 


Uellotropimu. 

Holiotroyism is the peculiar property 
shown by many plants, notably the 
sunflower, of always turning toward tho 
sun. In the ease of seedlings the phe- 
nomenon is especially marked. Tho 
cells on the light side are apparently 
retarded in growth, thus causing a 
curvature toward that side. Professor 
Romanes has experimented with an in- 
termittent light, such us that of an 
electric spark discharge, upon mustard 
seedlings, and has found that the helio- 
trope effect produced in this way is far 
greater than that caused by the sun or 
any other form of light. Strange to 
say, however, this abnormal iuflue^nco 
is unaccompanied by the generation of 
phlorophyll, the green coloring matter 
in plants which requires sunshine for 
its proper production. — Pall Mall Ga- 
cette. 


PkotuKrupliH U«|>urt Uettur Thau ISyea. 

At a meeting uf the Acadeiuie des 
Sciences. Paris, M. Zenger exhibited 
two photographs which be bad taken at 
miQiiight from his window, looking on 
the lake of Geneva and Mont Blanc. 
The lake and the mountain are feebly 
imaged on the plates, although they 
were both quite invisible to the eye in 
the darkness. It is well known that 
many stars, invisible to the eye, are re- 
vealed on the photographic plate, and 
some years ago an advertisement on the 
bull of the Great Eastern, ut Birken- 
head, which had been tarred over bo us 
to he invisible, was quite legible in a 
photograph which hud been taken of 
the vessel. — Loudon Globe.
